CONVICTED, THORN 
~ ADMITS HIS GUILT 


isty Says the Barber Is the Slayer of 


, William Guldensuppe. 


VERDICT MADE IN THREE HOURS 


Prisoner Heard His Doom with More 
Coolness Than Attorneys. 


MURBERER WILL BE SENTENCED FRIDAY 


One Juror Did Not Vote for Convic- 
tion Until the Seventh Ballot 
Was Taken. 


New York. November 30.—Martin Thorn 
was today convicted of murder in the first 
degree in killing William Guldensuppe, his 
predecessor in the affections of Mrs. Au- 
gusta Nack, at Woodside, L. I., on June 
25th. At the request of Thorn's counsel 
the passage of the death sentence was de- 
ferred until next Friday morning. 

Thorn heard the jurymen polled on their 
verdict, but his face never changed color 
during the trying ordeal. With lips firmly 
compressed and jaws hard set, he faced 
the judge, jury and courtroom full of spec- 
tators with well feigned stoicism. 

Mrs. Nack’s testimony during the mis- 
trial made it compulsory for Thorn’s law- 
yers to change their line of defense in the 
second trial, and they made a direct charge 
against Mrs. Nack and insisted that her 
alleged confession was a lie and that she 
herself was the instigator and perpetrator 
of the murder, Thorn being ignorant of 
the killing -until after Guldensuppe had 
been shot by Mrs. Nack. The woman was 
not produced during the second trial, but 
Thorn went on the stand and aubsiantiated 
all the assertions made by his lawyers as 
to the midwife’s guilt. His story, as the 
verdict shows, did not have the desired ef- 
fect upon the jurymen. When the court 
opened this morning lawyer Howe began 
a summing up in behalf of Thorn. 

Judge Maddox’s charge was carefully 
prepared and well delivered. It was ac- 
Knowledged by the lawyers for the prison- 
er to be extremely lucid, fair and impar- 
tial. 

The jury remained in deliberation just 
three hotrrs, when they sent word to the 
judge that they were ready to render @ 
verdict. The fact of their remaining out 
so long gave hope to the defense, but as 
each one of them took hig seat in the jury 
box his facial expres told very dis- 
tinctly the result of three hours’ con- 
ference. 


# 

“Guilty of the chatge preferred’’ were the 
ominous words which fell from the lips of 
the foreman of the jury. 

Thorn’'s lawyers moved for a ‘new trial en 
the ground that the verdict was net in ac- 
cordance with the weight of evidence, but 
the motion was overruled 

Thorn faced ‘the jurors stoically, but it 
Was easily seen that he was controlliug 
himself with great difficulty. His lawyera 
evidently Were more perturbed than Torn. 
When the jurors stood up the clerk of the 
court again acdressed them and said: 

“How « you, gentlemen; is the prts+ 
oner guilty or not guilty?” 

Then the clerk read the vérdict from the 
paper Fanded to him by the foremin, Law- 
yer Hewe asked that the jury be polled. 
As the name of each man was called cut 
and he was asked: 3 


‘ “Ts that your verdict?” he answered: 
**Yea, sir.’’ 


Thorn all the time was looking steadily 
at the front row of the jurors. He dropped 
into his seat the moment the roll call was 
completed. 

District Attorney Youngs then arose and 
moved that a day be set for sentence. Mr. 
Howe was on his feet - immediately and 
moved for a new trial on-the ground that 
the verdict was against the evidence and 
the weight of evidence adduced. Judge Mad- 
dox denied the motion for a new ‘trial. Mr. 
Howe asked the court to postpone the 
passing of sentence until next Friday, and 
Judge Maddox set it down for Friday next 
at 10 o'clock in the morning. Then the 
court thanked the jury and discharged 
them, Just then Thorn leaned over and 
spoke to his lawyers. The judge directed 
that Thorn be removed from the court 


room. 
Thorn Admits His Guilt. 

When Martin Thorn had been led back 
to his cell after fhe conviction, he admitted 
that the verdict wag just and that be and 
not Mrs. Nack killed Guldensuppe. This 
acknowledgment of: guilt took place while 
Thorn’s cell in the jail was being prepared 
for him. During the trial Thorn had been 
under charge of Police Captain Methven, 
of Flushing. Captain Methven had him 
under his watchful eye when the jail offi- 
cials searched the cell Thorn is to occu- 
Py for a day or two. While this was being 
done, Thorn talked with the police captain. 
He said: 


“IT am glad it is over and the verdict 
given. I am convicted and I am contented. 
It was I who killed Guldensuppe and I cut 
up his body. Every word that Mrs. Nac 
said upon the stand was substantially cor- 
rect. When I was on the stand I lied when 
telling the story as I did, but I lied to 
clear myself. It is no use carrying it any 
further. I am guilty and am convicted. It 
is what I expected and what I suppose peo- 
pte think I deserve, and perhaps I do.” 


Here Is the Denial of His Confession. 

The Herald tomorrow will publish the 
following: 

‘“Martin Thorn,’ who sat in his ¢ell last 
evening sneering and defiant, talked 01 
the time when he was to be sent away, as 
though his execution was merely. a barbet’s 
Sunday afternoon off. 

“I am glad,’ sald he, ‘that the jury dia 
not disagree. I would rather have them 
give a verdict of murder in the first de- 
gree than to have them disagree or to give 
a verdict in any other degree. I wantea 
either acquittal or a verdict in the firm 
degree. 

“I wish to deny,’ he continued, ‘that 3 
confessed to anybody, after the giving 01 
the verdict. that Mrs. Nack’s version was 
the correct one. Everything happened 
just as I told it on: the stand.’ 

‘He showed a trace of feeling when Mrs. 
Nack was referred to. 

“*It does not make “any difference to me, 
he said, ‘what they do with her. They 
can do what they please. 

“*¥You need not trouble yourself about 
me trying to commit suicide.’ he continued, 
‘I'm not going te do anything to save the 
county or the state the expense of killing 
me. I'll make the state pay for its trou- 
ble. That's what I mean.’ ”’

Washington, November %i—Reports that 
came to the state department late in the 
afternoon from Hayti Were to the 
effect that considerable © @x@tement pre- 
vailed there and that. the Situation was 
grave, ee 

For this reason it was @etermined to 
hasten the departure of t#@ Marblehead 
and the naval officials were, communicated 
with to this end. The impréssion appeared 
to prevail in Port-au-Prince that a German 
warship was rapidly appréaching the place. 
Of course it ig stated that the Marble- 
head goes solely for the purpose of pro- 
tecting American interésts that might be 
threatened by the outbreak of disorders 
in Hayti. 

The Marblehead will go t@ Navassa to 
look into the conditioa of United States 
citizens who are working on that island. 
Nothing has been héard from that place 
officially for some time and it is deemed 
proper to inquire into allegations of abuses 
in treatment of workmen there. 

While engaged in this inspection the 
Marblehead will make her beadquarters at 
Port-au-Prince, on the west coast of Hayti, 
and will be charged with the protection of 
American interests generally in that sec- 
tion of the West Indies. j statement, 
which comes from the department of state, 
is taken to mean that her commander wiil 
see that our interests do mot suffer in the 
event the German government proceeds for- 
cibly to punish Hayti fer the arrest of Herr 
Lueders. os ‘ 

The Wilmington also is te be sent south- 
ward, but first will be decked and over- 
hauled. She will toueh at Guadaloupe and 
after a stay in tropical waters will con- 
tinue on to the south Atlantic station. 

The latest advices from German sources, 
however, indicate that no o¢casion will be 
given for friction between the United 
States and Germany on: atcount of the 
Haytian difficulty and that the matter will 
be adjusted. 

It developed today that Hayti had sent 
a reply to Germany's demands, which is 
somewhat remarkable for its firmness in 


‘view of the difference" size between two 


powers. The Haytiar «7's makes it. cleaP 
that the republic is retiey to discuss the 
merits of the contrevérsy, ‘but does not de- 
sire to have Germany pass judgment in the 
first place, demand an  indemfmity and 
thereafter. diseuss the merits. Moreover, 
Hayti gives notices to Germany that the 
German eharge d'affaires to Hayti who 
made the recent demands is persona non 
grata and” that it is impossible for Hayti 
to conduct further negotiations with him. 

It. is stated that he offended against all 
rules of propriety and official etiquette by 
going directly before the president of Hay- 
ti and in loud and angry tones and insuit- 
ing manner threatening dire consequences 
unless immediate reparation was made to 
Germany. This personal affront to Hay- 
ti's chief executive is regarded as touching 
the honor and self-respect of the country 
and is felt to call for an apology. 

Under such circumstances, the Haytien 
government has expressed a willingness 
to negotiate a settlement of the entire cuse 
at Berlin, thus removing it from the hands 
of the objectionable German official now 
in Haytt 

Berlin, November 30.—The German gov- 
ernment has abandoned its intention of 
sending the wareghip Gefion to Port-au- 
Prince, Hayti, to enforce the demands for 
the payment of an indemnity to Herr En nil 
Lueders for alleged false imprisonment. 

The Gefion instead will be sent to re-en-

KAISER’S SPEECH 
- CREATES A STIR 


Germany's Ruler Opens Last Session of 
the Present Reichstag. 


TALK GREETED WITH CHEERS 


He Declares That He Will Avenge the 
Murder of the Missionaries. 


says HE. WILL PROTECT HIS EMPIRE 


His Address Is Being Extensively 
Criticised by the Press and 
the People. 


Berlin, November 30.—The last session of 
the present reichstag was opened in the 
wh'‘te hall of the royal castle at noon to- 
@fy by Emperor William. 

The empress, with Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia.. Prince Frederick Leopold and their 
wives were present at the opening. 

Emperor William wore fhe uniform of 

the’ gard du corps of the Black Eagle, 
‘with an eagle-crested helmet. He read his 
speech in a clear voice, the deputies pre- 
serving silence unt'l he reached the pas- 
| Sage referring to the occupation of Kiao- 
‘Chou. This was greeted with loud cheers. 
‘He said: 

‘‘The murder of the missionaries in China 
and the attacks upon missionary stations 
which have been placed under my imperial 
protection and ther welfare, which I have 
at heart, have compelled me to cause my 
squadron in eastern Asia to proceed to 
Kiao-Chou. bay. the point nearest to the 
outrage, and land troops in order to obtain 
full separation and aecurity against a re- 
currence of similar lamentable events.”’ 

It was supposed that his majesty’s ad- 
dress had ended when he remarked that 
all ‘‘ndications justified the expectation 
that, with God’s help, the German pcople 
might look forward to the peaceful de- 
velopment of Europe and the father] tnd, 
but to the aston’shment of everybody, in- 
cluding Prince Hohenlohe, the imperial 
chancellor. the emperor handed his manu- 
script back to the prince, and then raising 
his: voice, added, extemporaneously, allu- 
ding to his oath made two years ago from 
the same platform, upon the colors of the 
first regiment of the guards, and the 
statement that all before him had thus 
“become party to his oath,” pledging to as- 
sist him in protection of the empire 
abroad : 

“Two years ago, from this piatfr*m, J 
swore before you, upos the consecrated 
colors of my first regiment of guards, to 
protect and safeguard its honor abrord. 
You have thus all become part‘’es to my 
oath, and I pray, in the name of the em- 
pire und in the presence of vou. the Al- 
mighty God that He will assist you in 
your work and help me to protect, in the 
future as in the past. the honor of the em- 
pire abroad. wh'ch I have not valued too 
low to give my only brother in pledge 
for it.’ 

This addition is extensively criticised as 
Virtually undoing the effect of the unusual 
moderation of the official spee>h,. which 
was conspicuous by the absence of. such 
phrases as “my army,’ “my navy,” “my 
empire’ and similar customary evidences 
of the imperial impulsiveness. 


The Nord Deutsche Allegein Zeitung 


«prints tonight an official statement on the 


subject of the occupation of Kiao-Chou, 
reiterating the emperor’s statement that 
Germany’s only object is to secure protec- 
tion for German missionaries in China. 

This apparent conflict of views between 
the emperor and Officiaidom leaves 
the public still ‘n the dark as to the real 
objects of the demonstration of Kiao-Chou 
bay, but it has the advantage dipiomati- 
cally of leavng the government free to 
retire from Kiao-Chou without loss of pres- 
tige should the negotiations with the 
powers render that course advisable. 

It is said that China has appealed to the 
-Ka'tser’s friendship, promising that tf the 
marines are withdrawn from the forts at 
Kiao-Chou, the government will give Ger- 
many every satisfaction.

There straggled into town yesterday morn- 
ing twelve weary and mud-covered meg 
whose state of mind threatened spontane¢ 
ous combustion in every locality they vise 
ited. They were all members of the legis- 
lature, and they had been assigned to make 
an inspection of the convict camps in the 
southwestern portion of the state. They

was due to one of the most remarkable ex- 
periences which ever fell to the lot of @ 
committee of the Georgia legislature. 

The camps assigned to the committee are 
situated in the vicinity o1 the Okefinokee 
swamp, and Representative Dickerson, of 
the house, who was appointed chairman of 
the sub-committee of the penitentiary com- 
mittee charged with the duty of making 
the inspection, had some difficulty in se- 
curing other members to accompany him. 
It was not a very agreeable task, but he 
finally succeeded in getting a number of 
the more prominent men of the house t@

Very Primitive Accommodations. 

OA their way to the camp the committee 
was invited to accept the courtesies and 
hospitalities of a little railroad known as 
the St. Mary’s, Lake City and Gulf, which - 
connects with the Savannah, Florida end 
Western at Boulogne, and runs to Chari- 
ton. They accepted the invitation, although 
they had been urged to go by another 
route, and when they left the trough 
Jacksonville train at Boulogne on Monday 
morning they found awaiting them one loe- 
comotive, four flat cars piled with logs and 
one box car. They were egcorted into the 
latter and made tho thirty-three-mile trip 
to the convict camp under circumstances 
better imagined than des :r oid. 

On the return trip the flat cars wero left 
behind and the committeemen were herded 
inthe box cars, There was nothing on which; 
they could sit down, and for an hour or so 
they jolted over the uneven track in an 
agony of personal discomfort which caused 
even the atmosphere in Okefinokee swamp 
to turn a shade bluer. When within a ~ 
dozen miles of Boulogne, and just when; 
most ci the weary conmi.cteemen were! 
thinking of the luxury of a seat on the 
through train from Jacksonville to Atlan- 
ta, the box car came to so sudden a halt 
that the twenty statesmen were thrown 
into a heap, from which them extriecated 
themselves with difficulty. 

The Demand for Money. 

Ennis of Floyd and Chairman Dicker- 
eon were the first to regain their feet and 
they went to the door to find out what 
had happened. Here they met a young) 
man who said his name was Maddox and 
who announced himself as the conductor 
of the train. He made a demand for $1.38 
from each member of the party, and he 
was backed up by a grimy-looking indi-, 
vidual in the rear, who proclaimed his 
identity as the engineer of the train, 
Chairman Dickerson said that the pas- 
sengers had no objection to paying the 
fare, but he expressed doubt as to the aue 
thority of either the engineer or the con- 
ducto: to collect it.

Burwell insisted on taking possession of: 
the official document shown them. 

A Renewed Demand. 

When the conductor had collected a’j his 
fares the train started on toward Bo%- 
logne, but stopped in a few moments and’ 
Conductor Maddox again appeared. This 
time be claimed that $7.50 more was die} 
him and that until he got it the train

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of the committee, who by this time were 
as sore in mind as they were in body, de- 
clined to pay over any more money and 
the engineer reversed his machinery and 
Started the train back into ine swamp. It 
was elready dark and the condition of the 
men in the box car was desperate, Judge 
Boynion grasped a rafter in either hand 
and made an earnest speech in favor of 
paying ~all that was asked rather than 
spending a night under such circumstances. 

“It's a clear case of highway robbery,” 
he said, “but we might as well submit in 
the beginning as in the end.” 

The members reluctantiy took this view 
of the situation and Judge Boynton per- 
sonally tossed $ to Conductor Maddox 
when the yells of the imprisoned members 
finally brought the train to a halt. They 
notified the conductor that there was no 
money ieft in the party and that it would 
be useless for him to make another as- 
sessment. He seemed to take this view of 
the matter and the engine was aguin re- 
versed. The rest of the trip to Boulogne 
was occupled with a conversa tien cn the 
part of the members of the eommittee 
which it is not possible to print. 

Had To Wait in the Rain. 

Arriving at the little country station the 
committeemen were in @carcely better fix, 
for there was no hoté! in sight and they 
had nothing to do except to stand in the 
drizzling rain until late at night, when a 
train on the Savannah, Florida ani West- 
erp carried them to Waycross. As an in- 
cident to their unpleasant experience it 
may be mentioned that the locomotive and 
box car which had brought them to Bou- 
lougne ran off the track on the return 
trip and was ditched in ten feet of Oxef- 
nokee mud. One of the members of the 
committee who was present at the time 
says that at the moment the train went 
down with its engineer and conductor 
thirteen of the twenty men in the pirty 
lifted their hands in a prayer of thankful- 
ness more eloquent than any words they 
had ever spoken on the floor of the hous:

There is no disputing the fact that the 
institute here over which Booker T. Wash- 
ington presides is the foremost school of 
its kind in this country. Washington is an 
exceedingly practical man. He is undoubt- 
edly highly intelligent fer one of his race, 
but is dedidedly more practical than he 
is scholarly, This is esteemed to be for- 
tunate for his school an@ for his race, in- 
asmuch ag thousands’ of dollars of good 
money have been spent in the south try- 
ing to make litteratuers and wise men out 
of negroes instead. of teaching them the 
theory and practice of mechanics and ag- 
riculture, Washington teaches his pu. 
pils how to work and how to make a liv- 


j ing in the world. They come to him, as a 


rule, ignorant, thriftless and untidy, hav- 
ing no regard for personal cleanliness; 
clumsy. ill-mannered. rough. The firs 
thing they ‘are tavght is: the lesson of 
cleanliness, and next the lesson of tidy- 
ness. They are required as long as the 
remain at Washington's institute to keep 
their persons and their clothing clean ano 
neat. : ' 

‘ The next lesson that is sought to be in- 
stilled into the pupils is morality. It has 
been found easy enough to drill religion 
into even the ignorant darkies, but morali- 
ty has been found to be a harder i¢sson to 
learn. One of the most discouraging feat- 
ures to those. who seek the elevation ot 
the negro race haS been that edysation 
has not appeared to greatly improve the 
morals of the race. Too many colorea 
minisiers who preach admirable and elo- 
quent sermons are proved guilty of adult- 
ery and too many. church members check 
up short in their accounts. Washington 
considers that.they. should be taught to 
be virtuous and honest before being In- 


_ structed in the wisdom of books, Jmmora}- 


ity is promptly .punished with dismissal a» 
the Tuskegee institute. 

Washington's institution appears to be di- 
vided into three distinct departments or 
schoois—the academic, the industrial and 
the agricultural, These are the three gen- 
eral departments and there are several 
special courses, such as theology, peda- 
g0gy, music, stenography and fine arts, 
which are open to students who aspire in 
these directions. 

The students in all of the other depart- 
ments are required to take the full academic 
course. It is pract cal entirely, the curricu- 
lum being about the same as thiat in the 
average city public school. The industrial 
department affords instruction in the fol- 
lowing lines of trade and labor: Carpen- 
tering, blacksmithing, printing, wheel- 
wrighting, painting, plumbing, foundry and 
machine work, shoemaking, brickmasonry, 
plastering, brickmak'ng, sawmilling, tin- 
ning, harness making and saddlery, tailor- 
ing, dressmaking, millinery, cooking, laun- 
dry work, nursmg and houseKeeping. 

In addition to the academic studies every 
student must take one or several of these 
departments, unless he or she selects in 
prefernce one of the studies in the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

It is a well recognized fact in Alabama 
that the Tuskegee school turns out excel- 
lent mechanics and a graduate of one of 
the individual departments has no difficulty 
in finding work after he leaves the institu- 
tion. : 

History of the Institution. 

The history of Booker T. Washington's 
wonderful success with the Tuskegee school 
may be briefly related. In 1880 the Alabama 
legislature appropriated $2,000 for the pur- 
pose of establishing in the state a school 
for the industrial education of negroes. 
Booker T. Washington, then a resident of 
one of the Carolinasand a graduate of the 
Hampton institute i nVirginia, was rec- 
ommended ‘and was''empleyed to take the 
management of the mstitution. The :trus- 
tees have pever fer a moment regretted 
the choice. Washington established the 
school &n its limited “‘aAllewance, in a little. 
log Shanty in Tuskegee, which is In the 
famous cotton belt of Alabama about forty 
miles ffom Montgomery. The principal soon 
proved himgelf to be a financier of ability, 
and interested in the welfare of the insti- 
tution wealthy and influential persons in 
the north and east. The school soon bought 
a small, rich farm and after a time built 
several. suitable buildings on it, More 
teachers were employed and more depart- 
ments and apparatus were added. Luck and 
pluck have always attended the progress 
of’ the school, until it now has over eighty 
members in its faculty, has 2,460 acres of 
splendid land, forty buildings, some of them 
being very large and imposing, 521 head of 
mules, horses and cows, forty-six wagons 
and buggies and innumerable farm implie- 
ments, hogs, chickens, etc, The real and 
personal property of the school is now 
valued at $290,000 and there is not a cent 
of incumbrance on it. While a very large 
part of the money necessary to make these 
enormous extensions and improvements has 
been subscribed by generous white persuilr, 
the cost of the labor and of much of the 
material was saved to the institution by 
the students. For instance, the cilucses in 


bricklaying burned the brick, the classes | 


in saw-milling sawed the lumber, the class 
in bricklaying built the walls, the carpen- 
ter apprentices contributed good services. 
and the plasterers and plumbers did the 
work that fell to their share. In such in¢ 
stances the students, im addition to receiv- 
ing the practical training, were paid a 
reasonable sum or credited with the amount 
on their college expense account. By such 
methods Washington has boarded, lodged 
and educated his pupils at a cost to each 
of about $50 a year besides having ac- 
quired the handsome properties referred to. 

The exercises today had reference al- 
most entirely to the agricultura: depart- 
ment of the institution It is stated that 
three-fourths of the negroes in the south 
are employed im ‘agriculture. and it is sur- 
prising that. until the present time no at- 
tention has been given by any of the negro 
schools and colléges in this section to in- 
struction in this-.science of cultivating the 
soil. The instituton which was formally 
chrstened here today is the first distinctive- 
iy agricultural schoo) for negroes in the 
southern states, as stated heretofore, but 
it is safe to say that it will not he the 
last. The course of study that is being 
pursued in this department is thorougaly 
practical as well as intelligent!y theore*ieal 
and Washington’s methods and equipment 
are bound to make the school a svyvccess 
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ston’s proposition that Alabama was as 
good a state as Georgia. He begged the 
farmers to adopt business methods. to as- 
certain what their several crops cost them 
and what they rdalized ior each. He said 
this was the most effective way to stop 
the over-production of cotton. 
Commissioner Glenn, of Georgia, followed 
in one of the brightest speeches of the day. 
Anfong other wise suggestions he looked 
at Governor Johnston and said: “It is a 
great deal better for the state of Alabama

Cuban congressmen the members of both 
‘houses, ag a rule, seem to be holding their 
judgments in abeyance until they ascertain 
from official sources exactly what the 


situation is as to Cuba. 

In the matter of the currency it seems 
already established that the democrats and 
their free silver allies will oppo-e stubbora- 
i ¥ anything the majority is likely to pro- 

pose and the fact that the opposition in 
the senate seems insurmountable inclines 
many of the republican members. of the 
house to the opinion that it would be wis- 
dom yot to attemipt any legislation what- 
ever. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, ig one of those. 
He thinks the futility of passing a measure 
in the senate makes it inexpedient for the 
house to attempt to put through a meas- 
ure, and besides he doubts the. propriety 
of the republicans of the house attempting 
to make a republican policy: or a subject.

TURNER OBJECTS TO GAGE’S PLAN 


Member of Congress Now in London 
Says Silver Can’t Be Defeated. 

London, _November 30.—United States 
Senator George Turner, of Washington, 
who has been in London for a month, 
said today to the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press: 

“As a silver man, I can say it is certain 
that no “scheme of currency which dis- 
criminates against silver, as all the plans 
favored by Secretary Gage do, can pass the 
senate and that nothing the senate would 
adopt could pass the house of representa- 
tives.

Mr. Turner strongly favors the annexa- 
tion of the Hawalian islands to the United 
States.

TO HOLD APPROPRIATIONS DOWN

Congressman Cannon Willing To Be 
Liberal, but Not Extravagant. 
Washington, November 3.—Representa- 
tive Cannon. chairman of the committee 
on appropriations, arrived in Washingion 
teday. Speaking to a reporter of the As- 
sociated Press, he said that his policy for 
the approaching session of congress as 
chairman of the house committee would 
be to hold the appropriations se far aa he 
could contro] them down to existing condi- 

tions. Said he: 

“I believe in a liberal but not an extray.- 
agant policy in making tappropriations and 
until our revenues increase, shall oppose 
entering upon new enterprises requiring 
the expenditure of Zovernment funds.’’ 

Mr. Cannon expressed the opinion that 
by the beginning of the next fiscal year 
the Dingley tariff bill would afford revenue 
sufficient to meet the legitimate demands 
of the goverument. 

He also stated his belief to be that the 
coming session would be a comparatively 
brief one. He said: 4 3 

“Indeed, there is very little for us to do 
beyond passing the appropriation bills. 
It is needless for us to attempt to secure 
currency legislation because of the impos- 
sibility of getting anything through the 
senate. Bo long ag the senate is ag anti- 
republican as at present, all efforts to get 
currency reform legislation will be so much 
waste of timie and energy.” 

Mr. Cannon says the appropriation com- 
mittee will report the legislative and pen- 
sion appropriation billa in. the house before 
the Christmas holidays.

The Charleston Manufacturers Are Ac- 
customed To Unload Their Sur- 
plus on Neighboring States. 


The raiiwe8y men came to town yester- 
day.

ing year. Practically the same regulations 
were accepted by the roads for the coming 
year. | 

The mass meeting took up Ong or two 
matters said to be of ne public igterest. 

The conference committee handled some 
rate matters, but did not finfish and will 
continue in session today. ‘The fertilizer 
rates came up for adjustment and the 
traffic officials of the limes represented, 
stated their positions, Fertilizers form 
such a large part of the traffic on some of 
the roads that any readjustment of rates 
is bound to cause talk. The Georgia manu- 
facturers got the hot end of the fertilizer 


‘movement last season and the roads in 


this territory want to protect their local 
shippers so far as possible. The Charles- 
ton manufacturers always count on dump- 


'§ng their surplus product in Georgia, Aia- 


bama and North Carolina. These rates 
may be worked out in a manner which will 
be acceptable to all parties concerned, but 
there will be a great deal to be said first.

ATER DRUGGISTS 


Now Proposed To Prevent Them from 
Selling Liquor. 


COMMITTEE MEETS 


Drug Stores and Wholesalers Are 
Heard by Committee. 


JUBGE ANDY CALHOUN T@ BE QUESTIONED 


He Will Be Asked Why the Violators 
of the Liquor Laws Are Not 
Punished. 


Will the drug stores of Atlanta be de- 
prived of the right to sell liquors at whole- 
sale or retail except for medicinal pur- 
poses? 

Or will they be required to pay a license 
fee of $1,000 annually, the same us retail 
deslers? 

Or will the liquor traffic regulations re- 
main as at present? 

The special sub-committee from the po- 
lice and ordinance committees of the gen- 
eral council d'!scussed these propos.tions 
more than an hour yesterday afternoon, 
but no decision was reached. The problem 
is a very important one and it is difficult 
to solve. The committees have found a 
number of obstacles to all of the plans 
suggested to relieve the retail liquor deal- 
era. 

The question is now in the hands of 
Mayor Collier, Alderman Hirsch, Council- 
man Dorsey and City Attorney Anderson, 
as a sub-committee. Several parties inter- 
ested were heard by the committee j<«s- 
terday afternoon and another meeting has 
been arranged for this afternoon, to which 
Judge Andy Calhoun, city recorder, has 
been invited. He will be asked about the 
cases of alleged violation of the laws by 
the drug store men of the city and biinud 
tiger sharps. 

The committee thinks the laws can be en- 
forced more rigidly, and after discussing 
the question at length, it was decided to 
call on Judge Calhoun avd invite him to 
explain why parties arrested on the charge 
of violating the laws are not ccnvicted, 
It has been charged that cases lxave been 
made which remain untried, and the judge 
will be asked about this, also. 


Drug Stores To Pay $1,000. 

A number of retail liquor deaiers were 
present at the meeting. Their attcrney, 
Colonel W. T. Moyers, was there. Mr. 
Frank M. Potts, of the Potts-Thompson 
Liquor Company, was there to represent 
the wholesalers. Mr. Hamilton Douglass, 
attorney for one of the drug store firms 
which sells liquor, was there and he argued 
the question for his client. 

Mr. Douglass proposed that the drug 
stores be required to pay the usual retail 
fee of $1,000 if that will satisfy the retail 
liquor men. He said his firm, the Jacobs 
Pharmacy Company, does not violate the 
law, and that the firm is ready to pay the 
license fee. He contended that it would be 
unfair to require the drug store dealers 
to maintain a separate storeraom itn which 
to keep their HMquors, as was proposed. 
He said the druggists would agree to keep 
their liquors in a part of the drug store 
rooms set apart for the purpose and in ful} 
view of the public. They would agree to 
close these apartments at the hours re- 
quired by lw. 

This proposition is not looked upon fa- 
vorably by the reta!l men nor by the com- 
mittee. It is regarded as impracticable. 
It is doubted if the higt: license would 
prevent the drug stores frum selling liquors 
after 10 o’clock at night or on holidays, 
when the retail saloons must remain 
closed. Then the question resolves itself 
to the proposition, shall the drug stores 
be deprived of the right to sell liquors at 
all except for med'icina] purposes as pre- 
scribed by a reputable physician? "his is 
the way a prominent member of the coun- 
cil states the proposition, and it is being 
considered by the special committee. 

County Has No Authority. 

Colonel Moyers reaffirmed his contention 
that the city can regulate the wholesale 
as well as the retail business in i'quors, 
and he says the city has power unabridg- 
ed in regulating and controlling the liquor 
traffic of Atlanta. He says the vounty 
authorities have no authority to issue li- 
cense to wholesale dealers to sell by the 
quart in violation of the charter provision 
which defines wholesaling as selling in 
quantities of not less than one galiun, 

Mr. Potts said the liquor business in 
Atlanta is not as flourishing as it formerly 
was, and that the fact has contributed to 
the slackness of the traffic amorig the re- 
tailers. He said there has grown up in 
Atlanta a prejudice against the sa!oons, 
and that people object to entering them to 
buy whisky in quantities. He suggested 
that that fact accounts for the big in- 
crease in the drug store trade. A person 
can enter a drug store and get his whisky 
and take it home without the people on 
the street observing him enter and leave 
a saloon, 

Colonel Moyers said a man of that kind 
is a very poor citizen—a man without 
manhood or strong character.

RAILROADS MODIFY ORDERS.

were at last in a way to do something of 
a dofintte nature. Several of them tried 
hard to dodge the direct issue, ‘but they 
were ccmpelled to vote by order of a ma- 
jority of their fellow members, and the 
exercise cf this compulsion led to the most 
driamati: scene of the present session. 
T.e otstrcpercus members were threaten- 
e@ wita jail before they finally consented 
to answer to their names on the roll call. 

Yesterday's action does not mean very 
much, except as showing tne determination 
of the house to force the issue. When the 
Brannen questions came up the first two 
on the list were displaced, and a vote Was 
grdered on the third, which declared ‘n fa- 
vor of the establishment of a ::entral pen- 
itentilary. Of course, this was beaten. No- 
body ever expected to build a central peni-

It is becoming inore erd 
more appabenf every ‘da¥ that nbd bill te- 
enacting the old lease system will pass the 
senate, and this fact ts giving the reform- 
ers about all the courage they have ‘to 
keep up the fight. It is simply a question 
now as to how much reform can be se- 
cured, and the minority is going to hoid 
out for the furthest limit. There are four 
things that they will insist on to the last, 
no matter what happens. They are: 

1.That the state maintain ahsolute 
charge of the convicts, appointing guards, 
physicians and inspectors, and regulating 
all matters pertaining to the disposition 
and care of the convicts. 

®9 That the white and colored convicts 
be kept separate, and that each hive a 
separate cell to sleep in. 

3. That the proposed prison commission 
act as a pardons board. 

4. That the state be given the righi to in- 
spect the misdemeanor convicts, and to re- 
move them from the control of county 
authorities whenever the law is being vio- 
lated. 

Before it took up the convict bill yester- 
day the house wasted an hour or so in a 
useless debate as to whether or not it was 
wasting time. It did not arrive at a con- 
clusion, because the Dodson insurance bill 
came up as a special order, and ita author 
refused to permit its displacement. The 
bill is a very brief one and provides that in 
all contests of insurance policies the com- 
pany- must first deposit in court the full 
amount of money paid by the policy holder, 
with legal interest to date. 

The measure led to a battle of the giants 
in fhe house and the debate was by far 
the most notable that has occurred during 
the present session. With: Rrepresentatives 
Dodson and McLaughlin on the one side 
end Representatives Felder and Slaton on 
the other, the battle was a fierce one from 
the beginning. When it ended and the 
smoke had cleared away the roll call show- 
ed 92 votes in favor of wpe bill and 43 
against it. Its author carried the day by 
amending it so as to make it apply only > 
to policies which had been in existence a 
year, this provision overcoming the objec- 
tions which many members had to the 
measure. 

Tonight Hon. Louis F. Garrard, of Co- 
lumbus, will address a joint session of 
both houses on the subject of the best 
method of evading the 10 per cent tax on 
state banks of issue.

Mr. Dodson explained that his bill was 
simply for the protection of the policy 
holders; that if a man insures his life and 
pays premiums on a policy and the insur- 
ance company refuses to pay the claim at 
death or before, the premiums shall be 
paid back to the estate of the policy hold- 
The bill in full is as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, where suit is 
brought in any court in the state upon i 
policy of life insurance, before the defen- 
dant can put in issue any matters of de- 
fense to show that said policy was void 
in its incept.on, the defendant shall first 
deposit in the court where such suit is 
pending all premiums received on such pol- 
icy, with legal interest on said aber rien 
from date of payment to date of defense. 

“Be it further enacted that should such 
suit be decided in favor of the defendant, 
the money shall be paid to the plaint ffs, 
less such court costs as may be chargeable 
to the plaintiff; in the event the suit is 
decided in favor of the plaintiff, such 
money shall be refunded to the defendant, 
less such court costs aS may be charged 
to the defendant.” 

Mr. Dodson said that the only objection 
that had been urged against the bill was 
that it opened the door to fraud. He bed 
offered the amendment to make his meas- 
ure apply to no policies not over a year 
old, so that it would be imposs.ble to have 
fraud. This would give the insurance 
companies one year in which to discover 
tiny alleged fraud. If any misrepresecnta- 
tions had been made to the insurance com- 
panies bysthe policy hoider, then the com- 
pany would have a year to find it out and 
cancel the policy. Mr. Dodson thought 
that in case a policy was canceled the 
companies should not be allowed to keep 
the premiums, but should be made to pay 
the money back to the family of the policy 
holder, ., | : : 

‘My. Felder in Opposition. 4 

Mr. Felder, of Fulton, spoke in opposition 
to the. bill and made decidedly the best 
speech heard on any measure in the louse 
this session. He offered the same strong 
argument against the measure that 
made in the committee, which was printed 
in The Constitution a few days ago Mr. 
Felder said the bill should be voted down 
because it was the most vicious meusure 
ever introduced: that it fostered fraud and 
put a premium on rascality, Mr. Felder 
was quite bitter in his argument. He raid 
that the bill would mean a reward for 
rascality, and that dishonesty would thrive 
upon the provisions of the bill. 

Mr. Felder presented some statistics to 
show that Atlanta is the third largest 
insurance city in the world. New York is 
first, Chicago second and Atlanta tnird. 
Mr. Felder argued that Mr. Dodson’'s b:ll 
would drive out the tnsurance companies, 
and that the wealthy corporations would 
have to leave the state. He painted in 
vivid colors the commercial disaster and 
business ruin that he felt certain would 
follow the passage of the b-1l. 

‘“T had rather vote for a bill to legalize 
burglary and to reward thieves than to 
vote for this vicious measure,’’ Mr, Fel- 
der declared, amid applause, 

Georgia’s Curious Legislature. 

Mr. Felder made one very bitter and sen- 
sational suggestion, which goes to show 
that he thinks Georgia has a wicked sort 
of legislature. He attacked the general 
assembly in lively style and said ‘hat next 
to Kansas the Georgia legislature wes 
about the worst in the country. He cad 
that since the war the legislature had 
embraced every opportunity to strike at 
anything that looked like a moneyed in- 
stitution;,that the house had always fgo)- 
lowed the principle of “‘when you see a 
big head, hit it.’’ 

He said he expected that the iegisla‘ure 
would keep up its record and put the 
Dodson bill on the statutes as a law, jist 
as ‘'t had for twenty-five years passed 
legislation that was ru.nous. He closed 
with an earnest appeal to the '»gislators 
to vote down the bill, and even those who 
opposed his views joined in applauding 
his eloquence. 


The Bill Is Defended. 


Mr. McLaughlin, of Meriwether, made a 
forcible speech in defense of Mr. Dodson’s 
bill. He urged some strong points in favor 
of the bill. H's remarks were loudly ap- 
plauded. He said that the only fraud that 
would result from the passage of the bill 
would be the same as now exists, and 
would be perpetrated by the insurance 
agents themselves. Mr. McLaughlin said 
that the enemies of the bill had urged that 
the insurance companies would be placed 
at the mrecy of fraudulent policy holders. 
He laughed at this argument and said that 
it was the other way; the poor policy hold- 
ers were at the mercy of the insurance 
agents. 

He wanted to know how many policy 
holders went to the insurance people and 
solL.cited insurance. He asked if the in- 
surance solicitors did not at all times go 
to the prospective policy holder and per- 
suade him to insure. Mr. McaLughlin said 
that the agents would talk the poor farm- 
er into insuring his life, and then when the 
policy came it would read: 

“The representatiors of our agents are 
not binding.” 

He begged that the. legislature woulJ 
pass this measure to protect all policy 
holders alike. 

Pernicious Legislation, Says Slaton. 


Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, made an able 
speech against the bill. He said that it 
was the worst law that had been proposed 
in the house. He did not want to he a 
member of the house that would prostitute 
its law-making privilege by placing such a 
law on the statute books. He thought the 
bill simply legal.zed fraud. Mr. Slaton said 
that Mr. Dodson’s amendment to have the 
terms of the bill apply after one year, in- 
stead of strengthening the bill, only made 
it the more objectionable, as under the bil} 
as aménded the man who was shrewd

He urged that the bill made it possible 
for any one to defraud insurance compan- 
les without fear of punishment, and with 
the assurance that the attempt at fraud 
weculd be certain to prove successful re- 
gardiess of the fact that it might be dis- 
covered, and that the fraudulent rascal 
would get his money back at a large in- 
terest. 

The seven amendments that had been 
offered were voted upon. All of them were 
killed except that by Mr. Dodson, which 
proposed to make the terms of the bill 
apply only to policies one year old, which 
was adopted. 

Mr. Dodson had twenty minutes in which 
to discuss the bill. He gave five minutes 
of his time to Mr. Hill, of Troup, who 
spoke in favor of the measure. 


Mr. Dodson’s Strong Speech. 


Mr. Dodson spoke for ten minutes, and 
made a very effective argument in favor of 
his bill. He said that h‘s bill could not 
possibly foster fraud with the time amend- 
ment that had been adopted. He laughed 
at Mr. Felder’s argument, and said that the 
charge that his bill was vicious was not 
the truth. He could see no fault with the 
measure. He thought that an insurance 
company should not get the benefits of a 
contract Which it bad declared void, and 
for that reason he thought the family of a 
dead policy holder should get the money 
back if the policy is not paid. 

Mr. Dodson said: 

“The bill is founded upon equity and 
justice. Insurance is taken owt as an 
indemnity and premiums are paid for this 
indemnity. Insurers take out insurance on 
their lives for protection of their families 
or some one dependent upon them. This 
bill provides that before an insurance com- 
pany can defend suit on an insurance policy 
on the ground that the policy is void from 
its inception, the company must pay into 
court the premiums received, with interest 
on same, and if the policy is declared void 
the premiums paid go to the beneficia- 
ries under the policy and not to the in- 
surance company, as the premiums are 
paid for insurance, and if the policy is void 
and ‘the insurer did not receive the benefits 
thereof, the company should not in equit 
keep the premiums. This. will make th 
company investigate and ascertain if the 
policy is a fraudulent one before the death 
of the insurer rather than wait until his 
death. The only argument against the Dill 
is that it will encourage fraud. I deny that 
such will be the effect, but the effect 
will be that holders of policies can pay their 
premiums and feel that after they are dead 
insurance companies cannot vitiate their 
policies and deprive their families of the 
benefits of insurance. ‘This bill, I feel, is a 
meritous one: it is for the protection of 
policy holders and should pass.”’ 

Mr. Dodson stated to a representative of 
The Constitution before making his speech 
that he had cen Rsoerageree that only one in- 
surance compahy in Atlanta was fighting 
his bill. He was certain that some of the 
best companies did not object to it. 

The Bill Is Passed. 

The yeas and nays were called on the 
measure, and the bill was passed by a 
vote of :Yeas 92, nays 43. 

Causes Much Discussion. 

The passage of the Dodsen insurance bill 
in the lower branch of the legislature 
has caused much discussion among 
local life insurance agents. They say the 
bill ‘s unreasonable, and unjust, that it 
would be impossible for them to do busi- 
ness with any amount of protection in this 
state under such ‘a,statute. 

The bill requires all insurance companies 
contesting claims to deposit with the courts 
the entire premium that has been paid in 
with 7 per cent interest if the policy has 
run one year. Should the suit be decided 
in favor of the defendant the money shal! 
be paid to the plaintiff less such court 
costs as may be chargeable to the plaintiff. 
In the event the suit is decided in favor of 
the plaintiff such money shall be refunded 
to the defendant less such court costs as 
may be charged to the defendant. 

“T think’ the law is very unreasonable,” 
said Mr. W. Woods White, of the North- 
western yesterday. “It lays our compan‘es 
Hable to fraud, from which we have no 


help. If a man wanted to secure money 
‘from the companies, he could insure his 


wife’s life, kill her, and compel us to depos- 
it every cent of premium he has paid in. 
Besides we are compelled to lose. If we 
do not lose the policy we will lose the 
premium. The bill, I believe, is therefore 
unconstitutional. If the bill were to become 
a law it would place a license on fraud in 
the state. The insurance companies would 
be at the mercy of those intending to se- 
cure money by foul means. If we have to 
return our premiums we lose the expense 
of writing the policy, of the risk in insur- 
ing the man’s life, of the reserve fund, 
mortality and dividends. I do not think the 
law is just and it should not be passed,’’ 
Mr. R. F. Shedden, of the Mutual of New 
York, is also opposed to the bill’s passage. 


He took about the same view as Mr. White, . 


in that the law would lay the companies 
liable to more glaring frauds, and that the 
bill would work a great injustice on this 
account. 

Mr. Clarence Knowles is also said to be 
opposed to the measure, as he made a 
speech in the house against it last year. 


More Convict Talk. 

Mr. Hall, of Coweta, moved ta také up 
the resolution and questions of Mr. Bran- 
nen, of Bulioch. This was done. The resolu- 
tion submits questions to the house as to 
the best method of settling the convict 
question and provides for a committee of 
three to draft a bill based on the most 
popular of the six propositions, 

Mr. Brannen amended his resolution by 
striking out that part relating to a com- 
mittee of three, and inserting a commit- 
tee of one from each congressional dis- 
trict. Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, tried to have 
the questions permanently postponed. He 
said that it was plain that the questions 
would leave the house in a worse muddle 
than heretofore. Mr. Awtry’s motion was 
almost unanimously voted down, On 
tion of Mr. Blalock the third question was 
first taken up. It read as follows: 


Do you favor a central penitentiary 
for all the convicts as recommended 
by the principal keeper of the peni- 
tentiary? 

Mr. Blalock amended this question so that 
it read: : 

Do you favor a central penitentiary 


for all convicts at the present time? | 


After a half hour of wrangling the vote 
upon the measure was taken. 

Mr. Branch Forced on Record. 

One of the first names on the yea and 
nay vote is that of Mr. Branch, of Co- 
lumbia, the populist leader in the house. 
When his name was reached he arose and 
asked that the house excuse him’ from 
voting. Mr. Hall, of Coweta objected, say- 
ing: 

“Mr. Speaker, the gentieman from Co- 
lumbia was one of the first men to call for 
a yea and nay vote on th's measure and 
I think we should make him go on record.” 

Several members asked how a member 
could be forced to vote when he objected. 
The speaker said there was no way to 
force a man to give information as to how 
he would vote. Several thought Mr. Branch 
should not be allowed to shirk the record. 
The vote was taken on a motion to excuse 
Mi. Branch from voting. The motion was 
almost unanimously lost. Mr. Branch then 
made a short speech asking that he be al- 
lowed to not vote, as he had not made up 
his mind. Mr. Blalock moved that Mr. 
Branch be excused, A® the speaker had 
not announced the vote on the first motion 
he again put it, thinking that the sent:- 
ment had changed in Mr. Branch s favor. 

Mr. Boynton, .of Spalding, raised the

Mr. West said the house had ho right to 
require him to vote. He said he would vote 
if his explanation would be put upon the 
journal. A number of members wanted to 
get rid of Mr. West by excusing him, but 
the rules would not pérmit. Mr. Hall, of 
Coweta, said that Mr. West undoubtedly 
knew whether he favored the question or 
not. Mr. West persisted in not voting, and 
it soon became evident that stringent 
measures would be necessary to get any 
expression: of opinion from the member 
from Lowndes. The discussion grew warm- 
er. Several personajities were indulged in. 
A number of members wanted to compel 
Mr. West to vote. Mr. West seemed to 
think that he could defy the house and he 
positively refused to vote unless his state- 
ment could go on the journal with the 
vote. The speaker said he would have to 
enforce the rule; that Mr. West could enter 
his protest after the roll call was finished. 

“Do you decline to vote?’ the speaker 
asked of ‘Mr. West. 

“I refuse to vote on that question,’’ was 
the answer. 

Mr Thomas, of Ware, said that the rules 
should be ebforced. 


The Rule Absolute Called. 

Mr. Hall, of Coweta, arose with the leg- 
islative manual in his hands and called for 
rule 147. This is the iron rule by which 
members can be punished for declining to 
vote by sending them to jail, fining them 
or by expulsion from the general assembly. 
The speaker said that this rule applied and 
he again asked Mr. West if he declined 
to vote. Mr. West had now reathed the 
end of his rope. He had struck a snag. He 
Saw that he must either vote or be 
punished for contempt. Mr. Whipple, of 
Dooly, moved that the’mame following Mr. 
West’s be called, and that Mr. West be re- 
ecrded as refusing to»vote. The speaker 
said he had no rignt to skip a name. Some 
cone said that Mr. West had clearly refused 
to vote, and that the only thing to do was 
to proceed with the roll call and enforce ihe 
The speaker said he would proceed 
On that theory, but he instructed the clerk 
to give Mr. West one other chance. 

“Mr. West, of Lowndes,”’ the clerk called. 

Mr. West arose, and with his face pale 
with rage, said that he thought it wrong 
and imcompetent for ihe house to require 
a member to vote, yet under the ruling he 
would vote ‘‘no,”’ and that he would enter 
his protest to the action of the house. The 
roll call was then concluded, and question 
No. 3 was killed. The house adjourned a 
half hour late because of tne delay caused 
by Mr. West. 


Mr. Awtry’s Personal Statement. 


The bill: to reduce the salaries of the 
railroad commissioner is Still causing 
trouble. 

Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, made the following 
Statement in tne house at tne morning 
session, 

‘air, Speaker—I rise to a question of 
personal privilege. ‘The Consti.ution of 
Sunday coniainea the to.:low'tng artucie livw 
the gent.eman trom Whitiela, Mr. Berry, 
in regard to his bill to reduce tne salaries 
Of raiiroad commissioners: 

“*As the author of tne. bill to which this 
minority report is ‘made, I desire to say 
that, at the first meeting of the commiicee, 
tne wlll to reduce the sasary oft the ra.l.oad 
commissioners received a unanimous i.s- 
dorsement. ‘through courtesy 1.0 tnose who 
Oppose this measure,,i consented ior it to 
be recommiited to the committee, wicre 
the opposition was heard, and without 
any previous solicitation upon my part, it 
aguin received the approval of the cum- 
mittee by a vote of 19 to 14; this was ona 
the 18th of this month. The biil was not 
reported to the house unti: the 26th—atter 
eignt days—during which time tne cha.r- 
man succeeded in getting the signatures o/ 
the members to the ‘minority § repo,t. 
Whether this delay will defeat the b..i or 
not, I cannot say. Knowing the cha:rman 
as I do, 1 want to:disciaim any such ia- 
tention on his part. But one thing its sure— 
if it ts defeated, it will not be the Blalock 
committee that gets fit, but it wilt be the, 
taxpayers of Georgia that wil: be hit, and 
it will be the taxpayers who will get a 
black eye.’ 

‘“f desire to say, Mr. Speaker, that the 
bill referred -tO was acted upon by the 
finance committee on the afternoon of No- 
vember 18th; rthut on the morning of the 


19th the chairman of the finance commit- 


tee came to me as chairman pro tém, and 
requested me to submit a report which. 
was already prepared and which contained 
the action of the committee on this par- 
ticular bill. Inasmuch as he was a signer 
of the minority report I will state furt er 
that theechairman of the finance commit- 
tee requested me particularly to see that 
the report was sent in on that day for the 
reason that the bill had been recommitred 
at his request and he did not desire to b2 
placed in the attitude of delaying its con- 
sideration. 

‘I will state further that the report ws 
sent by me to the clerk’s desk on the 19th 
and an examination of the journa! of the 
house of that date discloses the fa®@t that 
it was so submitted. | 

‘This statement is made as a simp'e mat- 
ter of justice to the chairman of the 
finance committee, who otherwise might be 
placed in a false attitude.’’ : 


Mr. Berry replied as follows: 

“T regret very much that the simple 
staternent made by myself with re.erence 
to this matter snouid necessitate the 
gentleman from Cobb rising to a question 
of personal privilege, as I did not in any 
way intend to refiect' on the chairman of 
the finance committee.

HARD ON INSURANCE COMPANIES 


ro.lcies Must Be Paid in Cases Where 
Agent Knew of Fraud. 

While the legislature was passing the 
Dodson insurance bill to compel insurance 
companies to pay back prem.ums in all 
Cases where the payment of a policy to 
contested, the supreme court was making 
a little shot at the insurance people. 

The high court in the state rendered a 
decision that was of the most vital im por- 
tance to the insurance compan.es all over 
the state. The effect of the decision is that 
if a man makes misleading statements in 
signing an application for insurance, and 
if the statements are made with the knowl- 
edge of the agent of the company that they 
are erroneous, then the company is liable 
for the policy on the ground that the agent 
is the representative of the company and 
took the risk with the full knowledge of 
the conditions surrounding it. 

Th.s decision will fit hundreds of insur- 
ance cases where the companies refuse to 
pay claims on the ground of fraud when, 
as a matter of fact, the fraudulent repre- 
sentationg were made ‘with the full knowl- 
edge of -the agent of the company. The 
case in which the decision was made, to- 
a, with the decision in fuil, is g.ven

Bellef That This Will Bring University 
Closer to the People, 


MELDRIM BILLS ARE FINALLY KILLED 


Had Only Two Votes in the Upper 
House—Senators Get a Trifle Per- 
sonal in Discussing Cour- 
tesies to the Vete- 
rans. 


The Berner bill providing for the election 
of the trustees of the University of Geor- 
gia by the people passed the senate yes- 
terday by a vote of 26 to 15. The debate 
over it was very warm, and both = sides 
fought for supremacy until the last ditch 
was reached. Senator Berner left the 
president’s chair and made an impassioned 
appeal for his bill, and Senators Kilpatrick 
and Atkinson made _  eoquent speeches 
against it. Outside of the importance of 
the measure itself the vote is significant 
as showing the almost certain victory of 
the Hopkins bill to elect judges and solici- 
tors by the people. 

In defending his bill Senator Berner was 
kept almost constantly on his feet, for the 
debate took the turn of a running fire of 
crossquestions at frequent intervals. When 
the bill came up it was with a report from 
the committee on education adverse to its 
passage, and with two amendments. 

President Berner called President Pro 
Tem. Gray to the ehair and took the floor 
in its defense. He said he was one man 
who would say that be was not afraid to 
trust the people in all matters. He said 
the children of the people were educated 
at the university, and they should have 
the right to say whe its buard of trustees 
should be. 

He took up the political end of the mat- 
ter and said, with vehemence: 

Don’t Object to Tom Watson. 


“Every sectarian college in the state has 
its agents who are constantly working for 
them. Every Baptist minister in the state 
is canvassing agent for the coliege of that 
denomination. intend no reflection upon 
any minister or any college when I say 


‘these things. It is correct, but what I 


want is to better the condition of the uni- 
versity and to call the attention of the 
people to it every two years. I, have been 
told that this bill would bring the univer- 
sity into politics and that ‘tom Watson 
might be elected a member of the board of 
trustees. I believe the eiection would be 
above any political question, but I will say 
that I should not object to him if he were 
to be elected. The university is now in 
politics; it is a live wire and I want it put 
down where the people can figure in the 
politics of it and not any one person.” 

At this point Senator Kilpatrick made a 
bright little speech proposing to elect the 
teachers of the university as well as the 
trustees by the people. Senator Berner re- 
fused to take this seriously, and on his mo- 
tion to disagree with the report of the 
committee the ayes were 2% and the nays 
156. The bill then came up on final pas- 
sage, and both sides took a good deal of 
pleasure in personal controversies about 
the chamber. But these did not result in 
the change of a single vote. 


Some Amendments. 

The bill provides that two trustees from 
each congressional district snall be elected 
and ten from the state at large. These 
when elected are to draw lots and half of 
them are to serve two years, and half 
four. The committee returned the pill 
with an amendment making the number 
of trustees 26 instead of 32 and another 
saying that the measure was in no way to 
interfere wWith trustees made so by virtue 
of their office. These amendments were 
adopted and Senator Battle called for the 
ayes and nays on the final vote. This led 
to a brisk encounter between Senator Ber- 
ner and Senator Atkinson, in which each 
came out with a blue ribbon, and then the 
roll was called.

“Mr. President, I could not if I wanted 
to, and should not if I desired to, sit si- 
lent under the imputation of the gentleman 
from the thirty-seventh. I made no tech- 
nical objection to the resolution with a 
view to. excluding this grand old organiza- 
tion, but asked the question in order to 
aid if possible the measure if such could 
be done under the law. If there should 
be any doubt in my mind, the veterans’ 
association should have the benefit of it: 
but if there should not be, then I could 
not forget the Oath I took in th!s senate.”

nine-tenths of them voted against the 
change. 

Every member of the grand jury voted 
against the measure and they will on the 
general presentment recommend t the 
bill be not passed.

our banking laws which permits the 
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Atlanta’s Banks Lead the Way. 

The resolutions adopted by the At- 
lanta Clearing House Association and 
printed in The Constitution yesterday, 
calling for a meeting of southern bank- 
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ers to be held in Atlanta on the 15th in-’ 


stant, are altogether timely. It has 
long been a source of surprise to The 
Constitution that the southern bankers 
have taken no steps to strengthen their 
positions and to promote the interests 
of their customers and the public. 

But the movement undertaken by the 
associated banks of Atlanta is perhaps 
more timely now than it would have 
been at an earlier period. The whole 
public—bankers, business men and the 
people—are now able. to see 
not only that the promises’. of 
prosperity so freely made by the 
republicans have failed to material- 
ize, but that there is no possible hope 
of their materialization under present 
conditions. More than this, thought- 
ful men can clearly perceive that the 
failure of the republicans to redeem 
their prosperity pledges threatens the 
business interests of the country with 
a fresh commercial crisis. Business men 
in the south all know that 5-cent cotton 
is a very serious matter, 

Undoubtedly the time has come to do 
something for the relief of the people 


whose credit is no longer negotiable | 


and whose purchasing power has been 
cut down to the zero point. In the 
presidential campaign the democratic 
plea for currency reform was met by the 
answer that there was more money in 
circulation than ever before, and that 
the southern people did not know what 
“Those who 
deserve to have money can always get it,’ 
was the curt, unfeeling and misleading 
comment of one of the most -prominent 
bankers of New York state. 

It gfatifies us, therefore, to see the 
associated bankers of Atlanta joining 
in the protest the democrats made, and 
calling for action “to prevent bank 
panics and currency famines.” It demon- 
strates that those who made that pro- 
test last year were correct as to the 
facts, and made a truthful presentation 
of the conditions then existing. Those 
conditions fave grown more exacting 
and threatening since the republicans 
came into power. 

We are of the opinion that the move- 
ment inaugurated by the Atlanta banks 
will have a more far-reaching effect than 
any similar movement of the kind if 
the banking interests of the southern 
states can only be prevailed upon to 
insist on such reforms as will fit the 
conditions and necessities of the south- 
ern people. The banks of the money 
centers will insist on measures applica- 
ble to their local and sectional environ- 
ment. This is shown in our present 
banking laws. Why is it not possible 
for southern bankers to get together and 
insist on such reforms as will fit the lo- 
eal and sectional conditions of the 
south? 

Some means must be devised for lift- 
ing the burden of currency famine from 
the shoulders of the southern farmers, 
otherwise the banks will cease to be 
profitable, and general business will die 
with the dry rot. For. that which we 
have described asa burden on the 
shoulders of our farmers reacts disas- 
trously on all business—the business oi 
the bankers as well as the business of 
railways and merchants. 

It is a very hopeful Sign when the 
banks of the south begin to move for a 
currency reform that will prevent bank 
panics and money famine, to give equa 
privileges to state and national banks, 
to mete out to every honest man the 
credit to wiich he is entitled, and to 
so extend the circulating medium as 
“to give producers of every kind and in 
every section ample currency at reason- 
able rates of interest to handle and 
hold their crops or manufactures until 
they desire to dispose of them.” 

It is perfectly well understood now 
that the republican party will not con- 
sent to any proposition for state banks 
or to any modification of the laws On a 
Plan that will afford popular relief. The 


4 } policy of the republican party is to keep 


the control of the currency in the hands 
of the money power so that it may be 
congested at all times in a few money 
centers. There is not to be found ip 


/  &ny republican plan of currency reform | 
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country banks to send half of their legai 
reserves to the central banks—‘“central”’ 
being another name for a few money 
centers. ; 

We congratulate the southern banks 
on the prospect that they will break 
loose from the scheme’ to contract the 
currency. It will become their duty, 
when the republican congress repudiates 
their plan for popular relief, to put their 
shoulders to the wheel of democratic 
reform, and make “he fight with the 
democratic party on its national] plat- 
form. It is that or republicanism; it is 
that or a scheme to still further reduce 
the purchasing tower of producers by 
a disastrous contraction of the currency. 

When it comes to a choice between the 
two, the southern hpakers should not be- 
tray a moment's hesitation. 
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Lost Their Purchasing Power. 

The financial editor of The New York 
Evening Post must have met a man with 
a light. 

Commenting on the condition of the 
dry goods market, he renjarks: ‘The 
purchasing power with buyers for con- 
sumption seems to be extremely limited 
in all lines of prints.”’ 

The editor has here run full against 
the whole. secret of the hard times, and 
has exposed it to the gaze of the public 
possibly without realizing the import- 
ance of the discovery. Nevertheless 
he states a fundamental fact. Not only 
in prints, but in all lines of marketable 
goods, the reduction of the purchasing 
power of consumers has made its bane- 
ful influence felt. 

Some market editors are wondering 
why the increase in the price of wheat 
has not had a more salutary effect. But 
the amswer lies ‘on the surface. Three 
months of fair prices have not made the 
wheat growers prosperous. Over against 
that will have to be placed the losses 
they sustained during the preceding four 
years. They have been able to pay off 
some of their debts, but they are not 
able to enter the markets as purchas- 
ers to an extent calculated to influence 
trade. 

As for the southern farmers and their 
immediate connections, who constitute 
the great buyers of cotton goods, espe- 
cially prints, their purchasing power 
has been entirely cut off by 5-cent cot- 
ton. This price leaves them without. 
money to buy; it leaves them practical- 
ly without money to make themselves 
even with the world. A great many o? 
them will have to make sacrifices to pay 
their debts, and those who do not have 
to make sacrifices are not likely to spena 
lightly the money they have procured 
at such a tremendous outlay of time and 
labor. 

Oh, these are troublous times, dear 
financial editors! There are serious 
questions to consider. If you want 
money to purchase double what it used 
to buy you must be prepared to accept 
with satisfaction, if not with glee, alli 
the desperate and disastrous results 
that grow out of such a condition, such 
as commercial ealamity, business dis- 
tress, poverty and discontent. 


The Proper Decision. 

The action of the senate on yesterday 
in unanimously agreeing to the reports 
of its railroad committee adverse to the 
bills enlarging the jurisdiction, duties 
and labors of the railroad commission. 
is to be commended. 

The legitimate functions of the rail- 
road commission are well defined, and 
the commissioners already find their 
hands full in the proper discharge ot 
those functions. To add further work 
and responsibilities to the burden they 
now bear would but impair the useful- 
ness of the able board without accom- 
plishing any compensating results. 

Any departure from the original 
scheme and system would be dangerous 
and would tend to jeopardize the influ- 
ence of the commission and to “impair 
its stability. The people as well as 
the -railroads have learned to depend 
upon the conservatism of the commis- 
sion, and their relations have been ad- 
mirably adjusted by its operation. 

The public will applaud the senate in 
its‘ unanimous decision to‘ iet well 
enough alone. 
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The North Georgia Conference. 

With the adjournment of the North 
Georgia Methodist conference at Athens 
on yesterday one of the most dramatic 
sessions through which that body has 
passed in recent years formally came to 
its close. 

The dramatic features of the session 
grouped themselves about the charges 
preferred against certain well-known 
members of the conference, viz, Dr. J 
W. Heidt, Rev. Ellison R. Cook and Rev. 
J. T. Gibson. In each case the charges 
were thoroughly investigated by the con- 
ference, with the result that nothing 


‘detrimental to the characters of the sev- 


eral ‘ministers involved could be dis- 
covered in the evidence brought forwar4a, 
and that naturally the charges found 
their way into the trash basket, where 
they properly belonged. 

With the disposition which the con- 
ference made of church affairs general- 
ly there will no doubt be perfect satis- 
faction felt throughout the entire limits 
over which its jurisdiction extends, 

As to the care which the visiting del- 
egates to the conference received at the 
hands of the people of Athens, it is hard- 
ly necessary to speak, as the hospitality 
of the Classic City has long been pro- 
verbial. Suffice it to say that the dele 
gates were delightfully entertained dur- 
ing their stay in Athens, and that none 
of them will be averse to going back 
there again.

in Atlanta, Colonel Robertson calls 
attention to the fact that mer- 
chants, manufacturers and all those 
who are connected with commercial in- 
terests in this section of the-country 
are in@one way or another involved in 
the results that are produced by the 
money which the farmers of 
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producers of cotton, but of all who are 
concerned in <he results of marketing 
our great crop. : 

It is a question for the bankers, too. 
A great part of all the money that goe? 
in and out of the banks is the direct 
result of the sale of the cotton crop. 
The most profitable season of the year 
with them is when they are handling 
the money that is necessary to move the 
cotton crop. In view of these things. 
it seems to us that the convention of 
southern bankers which is called to 
meet on the 15th under the auspices of 
the Associated Banks of Atlanta, could 
well afford’ to discuss a financial rem- 
edy for the low price of cotton. They 
are better able to stand the drain caused 
by low prices than other members of 
the business community, ‘but they are all 
involved in tite losses resulting from thé 
inevitable accompaniment of low-priced 
eotton, namely, hard times and business 
depression. : ' 

We think, therefore, that it would be 
wise for the bankers to discuss this vita) 
question from the standpoint of their 
own business interests. 

There must be some remedy found. 
Five-cent cotton represents a condition 
that is little short of calamitous, and it 
involves the prosperity of every south- 
ern interest.

Grain Harvest for 1897. 

The importance of this country as a 
grain producer is strikingly set forth in 
the statistics of the present year’s 
abundant harvest. Selecting five of ou: 
cereal products, viz, corn, wheat, oats, 
rye and barley, it appears that the te- 
tal yield of these products for the year 
1897 aggregates not less than 3,206,052,- 
000 bushels. 


This amount is divided among the 


various products in the following mam-, 
ner: Corn 1,897,280,000 bushels, whea 
492,000,000 bushels, oats 722,704,000 
bushels, barley 66,650,000 bushels ana 
rye 27,418.000 bushels. Of course these 
figures are not given out as absolutely 
accurate, but as most of the returns have 
already come in, the verified statistics 
are not apt to differ widely from the re- 
sult above indicated. 

As compared with last year’s figures 
covering these same products there ap- 
pears to be something of a shortage in 
the present year’s harvest, due mainly to 
the failure of the corm crop. This crop 
from the returns at hand seems to be 
short of last year’s by nearly 400,000,- 
000 bushels, the total crop for 1896 being 
2,283.876,165 bushels, against only 1,897,- 
280,000 bushels for the crop of 1897. 
This shortage in the present year’s corn 
crop is partially supplied by the enor- 
mous yield of wheat, the crop for 1897 
aggregating 492,000,000 bushels, against 
427,000,000 bushels for the crop of 1896. 
According to these figures, the wheat 
crop fof the present year is 65,000,000 
bushels in excess of last year’s crop. 
Another increase of some 15,000,000 
bushels is noted in this year’s crop of 
oats. Altogether the grain harvest of 
1897 is not as large as in former years, 
but its present magnitude nevertheless 
sufficies to show the very great import- 
ance which attaches to the agricultura) 
resources of this country. 

_As the United States is a great pro- 
ducer of cereals, it follows also that she 
is a great exporter of cereals. Eurone 
is largely dependent upon us for bread- 
stuffs, and consequently most of our ce- 
real exports find their way into the Eu- 
ropean market.

Some Thoughts About Cotton. 

Cornelia, Ga., November 29.--Editor Con- 
stitution: Your issue of November 2ith in- 
formed us in a lengthy article that Mr. 
Wilson, the secretary of agriculture of the 
United States, says “farmers must be 
taught to think.” If Mr. Wi'son could 
come in contact with the farmers of the 
south he would find that 5-cent cotton has 
given rise to an immense amount of think- 
ing by the farmers of this section of the 
country, and that one result of tis inink- 


ing is a “convention of cotton producers’** 


to be held at an early date in Atlanta to 
consider and ascertain, if possivle, the 
cause of the present ruinously low price of 
cotton and devise some plan for procection 
against such conditionyin the future. 
Investigation by anydme will develop the 
fact that the condition of cotton is a mat- 
cer for most serious consideration, not only 
by the farmers of the south, but also by 
the merchant, the manufacturer and all 
those who are connected with nearly every 
commercial interest in this section of the 
country, as they are all involved, one way 
or another; in fact, the condition is not 
only of sectional interest, but exerts a 
national] influence which should rot be-ig- 
nored. Here is the proof of that assertion: 
The great house of Latham, Alexander & 


Co., of New York, in its lastgannual edi- 


tion of “Cotton Movements and F)uctua- 
tions,” uses this language: “The exports 
of cotton from the United States far ex- 
ceed in value those of any other product. 
In the settlement of balances due by our 
country abroad our exports of cotton are 
indispensable, for we can rely upon the 
money from our*exports of cotton every 
year, while no other product of the so!l can 
be depended upon with the same cer- 
tainty.” 

The facts stated in this extract are of 
national as well as of sectional importance, 
and should attract the consideration of mot 
only the cotton producers and business men 
of the south, but also that of the states- 
men and economists of the coun‘ry. The 
money value of cotton exported from the 
United States during the past twenty years 
has amounted to $4,313,290,704, and the value 
of cotton consumed by the manufac*urers 
of the United States for the same period 
was $1,998,109,963, a total of over six and 
one-quarter billions of dollars, or an aver- 
a of over three hundred millions a year. 

ow, consider in connection with these 
figures the labor expended in cultivation, 


preparation for market, transportation and/ 


manufacture, and are we not warranted in 
concluding that asa _ labor-giv-ng and 
wealth-creating crop, ‘‘cotton is kings? 
Yet, today, this king seems to have bo 
friend on earth. 

The present low price of cotton borders 
on a commercial calamity in the south, 
and the cause producing this effect is, as 
before said, a matter which deserves the 
most serious. consideration, not only of the 
cotton-producing states, for on the price of 
cotton depends the amount of money in 
circulation in this section, and while money 
may not create business, the amount in 
circulation does most seriously effect the 
volume and character of business done; 
when money is scarce commodities are 10 W 
in price and commercial and productive 
profits shrink or disappear and interest is 
apt to stiffen. The reason most genera ly 
assigned for the present low price of cotton 
is over-production, yet there are other 
causes which may produce the same result 
ag over-production; one is under-consump- 
tion of cotton fabrics, and another called 
financial manipulation. While over-produc- 
tien and under-consumption usually travel 
the broad and well-marked road of supp-y 
and demand, financial manipulation takes 
advantage of any and every short cul to 
accomplish its purpose, be that purpose to 
either ‘‘bull” or “bear’” the price of any 
commodity worth the attention of those 
who form combines ahd create corners to 
control through the power of concentrated 
money. The present eondition of cotton 13 
certainly due to ene,.and possibly all of 
the three-causes named. 

If we consider the production of cotton 
in the southern states for the past twenty 
years and take the largest crop ever made, 
that of 1894-95, and compare it witn the 
crop of 1877-78, the smallest crop produce 
in twenty years, we find that the increase 
of production in pounds was 138 per cent, 
and that the increase in exports and hom: 
consumption taken together was 119 per 
cent, showing only an increase of 19 per 
cent in production over demand, yet the 
decrease in price per pound of the two 
crops was 42 per cent, taking average price 
of middling uplands in New York, for 
which decrease in price the crop of 1891-95 
got credit on account of over-product.on. 
Does not this great decrease in price seem 
out of reasonable proportion when the 19 
per cent in ‘production over takinss by ex- 
port and home sonsumption is congidered? 

During the twenty years conshdered, 
thoughethe production of cotton increased 
until it reached 138 per cent, tae 
export demand for cotton did not vury 
over about 10 per cent, and the average 
amount exported was a fraction under w 
percerit of the number of bales produced 
each year, no matter whetherthecrop was 
4,700,000 or 9,900,000 bales, and our domestic 
corsumption has increased in the twenty 
years from 81 per cent of 4,773,865 bales of 
450 pounds average, to 32 per cent of 8,759,- 
964 bales of 477 pounds average, which was 
the amount and weight per bale of last 
year’s crop. 

As a general rule, extreme fluctuations in 
the price of cotton through the agency ot 
financial manipulation is attributed to spec- 
ulation. While this may be generally true, 
cannot the power of financial manipulation 
be used to depress prices by a combination 
of large consumers of raw cotto#? A combi- 
nation of such consumers is certainly pessi- 
ble, if not probable under certain condi- 
tions. 

By the adoption of the Dingley tariff, 
which is based entirely upon the doctrine 
of protection, the cotton industries of our 
commercial rivals; Zngland, France and 
Germany, have been placed at a great dis- 
advantage in the markets of this country; 
so much so that retaliation has been seri- 
ously threatened. There are two ways by 
which these consumers of over two-thirds 
of our cotton can overcome the disadvan- 
tages they labor under through the action 
of the Dingley tariff. One is to reduce 
wages of their people; the other, to reduce 
cost of cotton. The question with them is 
‘simply this, which would do them the most 
good and least harm, and their rivals the 
most harm and least gooud—to reduce the 
wages of their people or the prite of our 
cotton? If this is the question, it is very 
easily answered, for self protection would 
prompt the answer and the power of finan- 


p Cial manipulation through combined capital 
could be invoked to give the protection de- | 


sired. Such action on the part of the great 
cotton industries of Europe is certainly 
possible, and, considering the facts and 
figures -given, it may not be very unreason- 
able to conclude that the present low price 
of cotton, Arom the effects of which the 
south is the great sufferer,is not entirely due 
to over-production or wnder-consumption 
of cotton products, but that financial manip- 
ulation. operating ‘in the interest of low 
prices has had much to do with producing 
the present condition. : 

No matter whether or not either of the 
causes named, acting independently of the 
others, or all combined, have produced the

As to Church Taxes. 


Editor Constitution—Jt is a comfort to be 
able té speak out one’s mind freely in the 
columns of your paper. In the matter of 
selling the parsonages and other church 
back taxes, it 
seems tO Me some one should utter a 
strong and vigorous protest against it. 
We have seen our best business men make 
a plea before the ccuncil for the non- 
taxation of new manufacturing enterprises 
which capitalists contemplate ‘bringing 
here. To encourage such enterprises no 
taxing was allowed for a term of years.

It looks as Jf Atlanta is ambitious 
to increase her territory, for every one 
knows that there is not-a church here with 
a surplus fund large enough to cover back 
taxes. Surely these taxes may be remit- 
ted without any serious loss to the city 
government. and the self-denying work 
ef those who are laboring for the good of 
our city will be rewarded by results which 
wil be worth far more than these ‘back 
taxes will ever amount to.

Par- 
ties desiring to be vaccinated by phy- 
sicians of their own choice must at- 
tend to it before Friday; otherwise 
they will be requirei to submit to vac- 
cination by the physicians sent out 
by the board of bealth. This canvass 
will embrace every house in the city 
and every person in the city not here- 
tcfore successfully vaccinated will be 


vaccinated. Cc. A. COLLIER, 
Mayor. 


Every ‘person in Atlanta who has not 
recently been successfully vaccinated must 
be vaccinated. 

That is the decree of the Atlanta board 
of health, and it will be rigidly enforcea. 

Commencing Friday morning half a hun- 
dred physicians will begin a canvass of 
the entire city, and every person, black 
and white, not heretofore successfully vac 
cinated, will be required to submit to an 
application of the virus. 

Should there be any refractory persons 
who object to submitting to vaccination. 
cases will be made against them in the po- 
lice court, and the offenders will be heavily 
fined. A policeman will accompany each 
physician in the house canvass to be made 
and see that the doctors are protected and 
to aid in the work of vaccinat.ng 

This course was decided upon vy the 
board of health yesterday, and Mayor Col- 
lier has issued the foregoing procls nation. 
Preparations are under way to carry ou, 
the decision of the board, and fifty physi- 
cians will be selected between now and 
Friday morning to undertake the work o1 
vaccinating every person in Atlanta. No 
one will be permitted te escape and the 
vaccine virus will be applied to the arms of 
all. 

This means war to the death on small- 
pox. The loathsome disease is to be 
stamped out in Atlanta. The health off- 
cers have tired of trifling with it. They 
have decided to #weep the disease out ot 
‘the city by vaccine virus brooms, meta. 
phoricaNy speaking. And it will be a 
clean sweep, too, if the determination of 
the officers is successfully carried out. They 
propose to do the work systematically and 
effectively, and no person will escape the 
doctors and the policemen. 

In recent weeks the smallpox has been 
spreading rapidly among the negroes. The 
race is suffering from the dread epidemic 
and there seems to be no way to wipe it 
out except to force every person in the 
city to become vaccinated. Few white”per- 
sons have as yet take the disease, but the 
health board fears that unless everybody 
is vaccinated there is danger of the dis- 
ease spreading to the whites. In order to 


‘wipe out smallpox completely before the 


winter sets in in earnest, the favorite sea- 
son of the disease, the health officers have 
decided to take precautionary measures, 
and at a meeting held yesterday the board 
voted to require all persons to get vaccin- 
ated before Friday or submit to an appli- 
cation at the hands of the city physicians 
on and after that day. 

Mayor Collier’s proclamation announces 
the rule of the board and specifies whai 
persons will be vaccinated. All persons 
who cannot give satisfactory evidence of 
recent successful vaccination will be re- 
quired to submit. Those desiring to be 
vaccinated by private physicians must dv 
so before Friday. The canvass will em- 
brace every house in the city. Every of- 
fice, every storehouse, residence, shop and 
building will be visited and none will escape 
The doctors will start out with a supply ot 
the virus sticks, and the arms of the peo- 
ple will be scratched indiscriminately. 
Approve Dr. Alexonder’s Suggestion. 

Mayor Collier and the members of the 
board of health heartily approve the sug- 
gestion made by President Alexander 
through The Constitution several days 
ago, to the effect that servants and work- 
ingmen should not be employed unless they 


have been vaccinated. Mayor Collier saia. 

‘*] think the suggestion of Dr. Alexander 
a . ‘fhe people of the city 
should see that all servants and workmen 
employed by them are vaccinated and the 
suggestion of the president of the board 
of health that no person be hired who has 
not been vaccinated is a splendid one. 1 
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Free Vaccination.

Hastily gathering her up in her arms 
the nurse tore the clothes from the burn- 
ing child and threw them on t porch, 
where they were soon consumed. 

By this time the agonized mother of the 
little baby had arrived on the scene, hav- 
ing been attracted by the cries. She bore 
up heroically, however, under the sight of 
her injured daughter and she and the nurse 
put the little one to bed, while Drs. W. P. 
Nicolson and Lewis Jones were te‘ephoned 
to come at once.

Mr. Crusselie, who had also been informed 
of the accident. The physicians began 
work at once, hustily making an examina- 
tion to ascertain the extent of the inju- 
ries sustained by the little girl.

~ OF GREAT FIGHT 


Augusta Is Now a Town of Tremendous. 


Political, Turmoil. 


A TOSS-UP FOR THE WINNER 


All Three Candidates Are Still Con- 
fident of the Result. 


DAN KERR DECLARES HE WILL Wi 


Walsh People Are Equally as Positive. 
The Negro Is Now the Unknown 
Quantity in the Election. 


Augusta, November 30,—(Special.)—To- 
morrow will tell who will be the next 
maycr of Augusta; whether for the next 
three years Hon, Patrick Wash, Judge W. 
M. Dunbar or Mr. Dan Kerr will take the 
reins of municipal affairs in grash. 

The eve of the fateful day has been fruit- 
ful of incident and interest. The city to- 
night is at the very perihelion of excitement 
and the harrowing strain of the long cam- 
paign has found relaxation in a thousand 
strange ways, for never Was a southern 
city in such political turmoil over a local 
issue; never such a pandemonium of noises; 
never such a chaos of sound; never such 
confusion and wild disorder. Red bonfires 
@re flaring across the horizon; bands are 
blaring out in the discordant paean, that it 
is a hot time in the old town, and every- 
where exultant, yelling crowds are pushing 
themselves on to the last rally of their fa- 
Vorite candidate. The climax is at hand. 

The three men who would be mayor are 
passively indifferent to the hubbub, and 
coolly confident of the result. Mr. Walsh 
wears a smile of placid cenfidence. Judge 
Dunbar has an air of unshaken assurance 
and Mr. Kerr appears to know a thing or 
two which will bring the rush of ballots 
in his direction with the dawning of the 
morrow. : 

As for the betting, which is an invariable 
gauge of sentiment, odds stand even on 
Walsh and Kerr, while in some places 
the Walsh p2ople have to hold up the small 
end of it, because of the report which is 
fairly well founded that Kerr has already 
corralled the majority of negroes. This 
“‘bull-penning” has been going on all the 
afternoon and all-night-barbecues will be 
used as decoys to pull in the floating 
crowd. 

There are those who still stick to Judge 
Dunbar, but pretty heavy odds are re- 
quired. It is thought that he will carry the 
first ward, although the Kerr men state 
that they have a barrel of mofiey to burn 
over in that direction, The supporters of 
the judge are relying’ upon the majority 
of reputable negroes coming in for him 
and think that with his pull with the bet- 
ter class of white votes_he will make the 
necessary limit. By» th#ose who are sizing 
up the situation, however, he has been 
counted out all the’ afternoon, It appears 
that those who are putting up their money 
merely for the purpose of. winning, are 
asking for odds on Kerr against Waish. 

There is a pile of Walsh money on hand, 
however, and it is finding takers as fast as 
it comes into sight. 


Doing in the Last Day. 


‘ 
The last day of the campaign brought no 


material change in the situation. There 
has been no cessation to the continued 
charges—some of them of a cruel nature— 
which have been made against the candi- 
dates. When the morning paper comes out 
it brings a caustic collection of charges 
egainst Mr. Kerr, who is dubbed the ‘“‘ad- 
ministration candidate,” and to whuse ac- 
count has been iaid the countenancing of 
a megro gathering Sunday last, when a 
number of heelers @lebrated the approach 
of the election with a barbecue, which, it 
is said, had an intoxicating effect. 

To give some idea of the merciless char- 
acter of the counter charges, the afternoon 
paper flaunts the fact in huge type that 
Mr. Walsh subscribed a large amount to- 
ward the erection of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association building, and that 
he failed to pay. The morning paper 
shows that this was given with the under- 
standing that $30,000 be raised, which 
amount the directors being unaBle to se- 
cure, Mr. Walsh, with many others, failed 
to pay up his subscribtion. 

This gives some idea of the venomous 
attitude of the factions against each oth- 
er. The campaign from start to finish has 
been purely personal, and of a nature in- 
tensely repulsive to those who are crying 
for purity of the pallot, and political re- 
<cneration., 

Ten Dollars for a Single Vote. 

Political. regeneration is not the cry with 
the. people here on” thé streets tonight. 
From every quarter there is a reeking, 
reeling, dizzy mob, many ghoulishly in- 
toxicated with campaign liquor, and those 
not debauched stumbling along in the 
channel of the mob, delirious with the fu- 
rore of the moment, and wild with expec- 
tancy of the morrow. For the most part 
these are negroes organized into marching 
clubs, shouting with discordant voices 
the names of the men they are supposed 
to vote for. These are marching under 
a Walsh banner tonight. Tomorrow they 
may sneak into the polis and put in 
Kerr votes. It depends on the price. These 
negroes know. that they hold the key te 
the situation. They are aware that the 
fate of the day hangs upon their ipse dixit. 
and that the political destiny of Augusta 
for the next term fs written on the care- 


stuffed in their vest pockets. The ere 
helding out to the highest bidder. 

“If dat Walsh gang wants me, dey kin 
git me, kase I ain't got no hooks on de 
Kerr money,” said one of the typical vot- 
erg as he passed in front of the Arlington. 
“T gin’t ax what de Walsh gang gw‘ne 
bid yit, but I'll be dar when dey show de 
color of dey money.” 

The hegro is fully conscious of his impor- 
tance. He has been impressed with the 
idea that he holds the key to the s tuation 
and he intends to put this key in a gold 
lock. “The majority of the negroes look 
upon the election as a kind of Kioncdike. 
They are uncertain. as to what k. xd of 
strike they will make. They know tnat 
gold is there, but just how to get the most 
of it is the question. 

Tonight as high as $10 has been offered 
for a single vote. These high bids are 
placed among the influential Jarkies, and 
less important votes range from $2.50 Lo $5. 
It is claimed that the Kerr men have & 
mint of money to turn loose, end the 
Kerr men state that the Walsn men are 
going to spend it also in abundant 
amounts. 

Trouble Is Anticipated. 

Up to this period of the campaign many 
fights have occurred and it is thougnt that 
tomorrow will bring a series of difficulties 
of an intense and interesting kink An 
extra guard of patrolmen has been fut on 
duty at all of the polling places, and &cm 
present tndications these will be Kept busy. 
Feeling, especially betwee the Kerr and 
Walsh factions, is bitter, and -here is no 
telling to what extent it will go. 

“T do not see that there is any occa~- 
sion to fear trouble,’ sald Mayor Young. 
“T believe that the election will pass peace- 
fully off, and that the greatest exc'tement 
is over. I shall take special pains ‘O s¢€© 
that there is no dsurder, and sfrict in- 
structions will be given.” 

In spite of the vigilance of the author!t- 
ties, it is expected that the high tension 
of the factions will find relief in vericus 
ercounters, 

Collecting Their Constituents. 

The collection of constituents Pan been 
in process all day. At various places 
have been cérralled clans of colored vuters. 
They are entertained with music ond 
enough stimulants thrown in to add zest 
to the occasion, to say nothing of a game 
of craps. These negroes will be kept to- 
gether until morning, when as soon as 
the polls are open, they will be marched 
in line and voted for the candidate to 
whom they have sold their votes. 

It is not thought that fraud of the old 
Watson-Black variety will be practiced to- 
morrow, or that any methods used in 
former campa gns will prevail. Heretofore 
the most common scheme of fraud has 
been the substitution on registration lists 
of fictitious names and residences. This 
repeating system has been abolished to 2 
great extent during the present raee by a 
close revision of the registration Iists. 
The method of reduplication, however, 
will be practiced to some extent, but r gid 
rules will prevent any extensive fraud. 

A Unique System. 

A wumique system has bee: adopted at 
the polling places. In each ward there 
are an arbitrary number of woxes, accord- 
ing to the population, placea uuder a shed 
in which the manager and cierks do their 
work. Separate boxes ary prepared for 
the white and colored voters and cutside 
are two triangular inclosures, Mixing an 
alley way to the boxes. This is entered by 
a turnstile. The white ahd colored voters 
go out by different ex'ts. On the inside 
of the inclosure, three representatives, cne 
for each of the candidates, are ailowed. 
These representatives will not be permitted 
to have any registry I’sts or copies thereof. 

The accompanying diagram gives a 00d 
idea of the arrangement. In chis way it 
is honed that a great amount of fraud will 
be prevented. 

There is no telling what the result may 
be tomorrow. All candidates are still con- 
fident.

Was Resentenced by Judge Hutchins 
Yesterday. 


REYNOLDS HANGS ON THE 14TH 


Governor Refuse To Respite Reynolds 
to Brooks’s Day of Doom. 


EVERY CHANCE HAS BEEN EXHAUSTED 


The Condemned Men Take Their Fate 
Hard—Brooks Begs for Life. 
Theirs an Atrocious Crime. 


Grady Reynolds and Bug Brooks will not 
die on the same day as has been expected. 
Brooks was resentenced yesterday by Judge 
Hutchins to hang on December i7th at 
Jefferson. Reynolds will hang on the (4th. 
An effort was made to have !’eynolds re- 
apited until the time set for the execution 
of Brooks, but Gevernor Atkinson refused 
to interfere. 

Every technicality and all the evigence 
possible has been used to get the sertences 
of the two condemned men delayed or com- 
muted and their lives have been rivlonged 
for several/months in this way. No other 
chance now remains for them and they will 
go wpon the gallows when the days set for 
ther executions arrive. 

The attorneys for the two men feel that 
nothing is left to be done. They khave re- 
sorted to every power and ihe decision of 
the supreme court a few days ago sealed 
the fate of Brooks, while Reynolds had 
been respited awaiting this decision, asking 
for a new trial for his partner in crime, 

The supreme court decided against Brooks 
and another hearing was -lenied him. The 
governor having given one respite, refused 
to gramt a longer stay of <he «xvecution, 
and hope has deserted the breasts wf the 
two men. 

They will hang on the same gallows thir- 
teen diays apart and when the rupe jerks 
the life out of Reynolds, Brooks wi!l stand 
at the bars of the narrow cell and see the 
realization of his impending fate. The 
crime for which the men will die is consid- 
ered one of the most atrocious the county 
has ever known. 

A prominent merchant of the town of 
Jefferson had gathered together a ecnsii- 
erable sum of money, which he had in his 
possession. This was ‘known to Brooks and 
Reynolds and they determined upon a plan 
to rob him of it. They persuaded kim to 
zo on a hunt with them, which he consented 
to do. 

After they had been in the woods some 
time it was testified at the tr'al that Ruyn- 
olds slipped up behind Hunt and struck 
him a terrtble blow with a rock. He fell 
and his brains were beaten out with the 
witnesses to 
the crime, but c:rcumstances were so strong 
against the two men that they were con- 
vicred. 

Hunt was a popular man and feeling 
agaimst the murderers was’ very bitter. 
Many threats of lynching were made until 
after the verdict of the jury, when the 
people knew that the men would receive 
what was their due.

BRIEF DENIAL 


He Resents the Charge of Fraud and Says 
He Will Refute It. 


THREATENS LEGAL ACTION 


President Simon Baer Says Blakeley 
Will Not Come to Georgia. 


WE DISCLAIMS THE BOND COUPONS 


Was Absent from Atlanta When 
Blakeley Went Away—No Request 
To Register the Bonds. 


President Simon Baer, of the Atlanta Tel- 
ephone Company, had a new box of cigars 
yesterday for the press. The others are for 
the Bell people and Blakeley. 

Blakeley is defiant. He is in Detroit, but 
he was heard fr>m yesterday. He resents 
any imputation on his character and says 
that he will refute ull charges brought 
against it. His state of mind can be im- 
agined from the following telegram: 

“Detroit, Mich., November 30.—The Con- 
stitution: There is absolutely no ground for 
charging fraud in any degree. If such 
charges are made, phy ners Br ee ane 

n _ 
oa. was tant J. ML. BLAKELEY.” 

President Baer did not have much to add 
to his interview of the day before. He said 
that he was away at the time Blakeley left 
Atlanta and that Colonel Joe James, the 
secretary and treasurer of. the Atlanta 
Telephone Company, was the only official 
of the company with whom Blakeley could 
have had any dealing. 

“T was out o? the city and Colonel James 
handled all that Flakeley matrer He is 
more familiar with it than I am. He {fs in 
Douglasville attending court, but he wrote 
me today stating that he would re*urn on 
Thursday. Come down then and he will 
tell you all about the matter.” 

The president says that tbe company’s 
bonds are registered here in, Atlanta, but 
so far as he knows, no application was ever 
made from Detroit to register any bonds. 
Mr. Baer does not think shat Blakeley sold 
rany bonds outright and is more of the 
opinion that he hypothecawd them for 
small loans, representing tnat the compary 
was in operation and had money com‘ng 
in, 

“T don’t care to say anything about 
Blakeley,” President Baer remarked. As le- 
gal complications are threatened, it is bet- 
ter policy for us to reserve whatever in- 
formation we may have about Mr. Blake- 
ley, but he is not coming back to Georgia. 
I will not say why, but you can just set it 
down that he willbe shy in these parts.’ 

“Has a démand been made on your com- 
pany for the payment of some October cou- 
pons?” Mr. Baer was asked. 

“T believe some coupons were sent to a 
bank here for payment. Colonel James 
went to the bank and stated that the com- 
pany would not pay these coupons. The 
amount involved was small. I do not know 
just what it was, but if all the coupons on 
$10,000 had been sent here for payment, the 
interest would have amounted to only $250. 
You can see for yourself that it was some- 
thirg beside the amount of the money 
whieh was involved. Our first coupons ma- 
ture next April. That is the understanding 
with the holders of @ll our bonds. The 
construction company which is at work 
now putting in our plant, holes some of 
the bonds and that is the understanding 
it has.’’ 

“Has your company ever made an effort 
to recover the bonds which were taken 
away by Blakeley?” 

‘‘Yes, Colonel James wrote him a number 
of letters, but never received an answer, 80 
far as I know. We received no notice from 
any one of purchase and no application to 
have them registered. Therefore, we did 
not know that any bonds had been sold 
or who the purchasers were, if there were 
any, or what price they brought. We never 
received a dollar from the proceeds of the 
gales, if there were sales. In Blakeley’s lev 
ter from Colonel James at the time he went 
away, it was stated that there was to be 
no delivery of bonds until the proceeds 
had been remitted to the home office here, 
or until the money was deposited in a 
bank to our credit. I suspect that Blakeley 
went to some of the Bell people in Detroit 
to negotiate the bonds, but what kind of 
a trade and what representations he made 
I do not know. However, Colonel James 
will tell you the exact status of the case, 
so far as we are concerned, when he re- 
turns to the city.” 

One of Blakeley’s acquaintances here sa!d 
vesterday that he had touched President 
Baer and Secretary James for small loans 
before leaving Atlanta and that he also 
left some accounts which he had charged 
up against the telephone Company.

Cebb, J.—1. Though in the trial of an ac- 
tion brought in a justice’s court upon an 

‘open account it may have appeared that 
the account sued on had originaily been 
due to a partnership of which the plaintiff 
was a member, if the evidence as a whole 
reasonably warranted an inference that 
the account in question had, before-the 
bringing of the suit, been assigned to the 
plaintiff, a verdict in his favor ought not 
on the general grounds that it was con- 
trary to iaw dnd evidence, to be set aside 
on certiorari, merely because thefe is in 
the record no evidence affirmatively show- 
ing that there was in fact a7~Written as- 
Signment of the occount. |

SUES FOR $75,000 DAMAGES. 


Mrs. J. T. Connell Brings Suit for 
Death of Her Husband. 

The suit of Mrs. J. T. Connell against 
the Southern railway for $75,000 damages 
‘sg now on ¢rial in the United States court 
before Judge Newman. The entire session 
yesterday morning was consumed in taking 
testimony, and the case will probably be 
concluded today. 

J. T. Connell was killed by an exposition 
train on the night of November 6, 1895, near 
Butler street. He had come to this city 
from Mississippi and was transacting 
s0me business in the small telegraph sta- 
tion between the track of the Southern 
and Georgia railroads, when he happen- 
ed to step out of the front door and was 
struck by the tender ofan engine coming 
into the city from the exposition grounds. 
He was mortally wounded and died shortly 
afterwards. 

The plaintiff claims the telegraph house 
was too close to the tracks; that the train 
was running over the required rate of 
speed; that there was not sufficient light 
on the tender for the engineer to ascertain 
figures on the track. ‘The attorneys for 
the road filed a demurrer, claiming the 
telegraph station belonged to the Georgia 
read; that it was the fauh of this com- 
pany that it was located tbere, and that 
the Georgia road should stand the damages 
if any at all.

VERTICAL WRITING ACTED ON 


Teachers’ Committee Meets and Adopts 
Normal Review System. 


*. 


EXPERT PENMAN WILL COME 


He Will Give Instructions in the New 
Style and Will Be of Assistance 
to the Teachers. 


The teachers’ committee of the board of 
edrcation held an important meeting yes- 
terday afternoon, at which it was finally 
Cecided to adopt the normal review sys- 
tem of vertical penmanship in the public 
schools of Atlanta, as recommended by 
the teachers, 

The commiftee had power to act on this 
matter and the meeting yesterday resulted 
in what had been expected. The committee 
rad investigated the different systems of 
vertical penmanship and had given each 
of them a fair test. Showings had been 
made by the advocates of each of the 
different systems and the investigation of 
the committee is said to haye been very 
thorough. 

One of the features of the new system 
or penmanship, which will no doubt be 
very popular is a reduction of 2 cents in 
the price of copy Books. Heretofore the 
copy books have cost the children 10 cents 
a plece, but now the price will be 8 cents. 
This reduction, though small, will amount 
to something in the course of the year. 

The publishers of the system adopted by 
the committee have agreed to send to At- 
lanta an expert penman, who will give in- 
structions in the gsehools and show ‘the 
teachers how the system should be taught. 

This will enable the teachers to begin 
with the new penmanship at once, and 
they will be shown exactly how it should 
be taught. The expert will be of great 
assistance to them in the work. It is un- 
derstood that he is to remain here just as 
long as the teachers desire his assitance. 

It will be remembered that at a meeting 
of .,he superintendent and principals, held 
a few days ago, it was thought best to 
introduce the new style of penmanship 
in all the grades of the school at one time 
and not confine it to the lower grades at 
first. This will be done, and when the 
vertical system of penmanship is introduc- 
ed it will be in all the grades of the 
schools at the same time. 

Little else of importance was done at 
the meeting yesterday and the whole at- 
tention of the committee was centered in 
the new system of penmanship. This mat- 
ter has now been settled for good and all, 
and it is thought by*the committee and 
the board that it will result in an improve- 
ment in the schools,

Benjamin E. Sims, the negro caught in 
New York city Sunday night by. United 
States Deputy Marshal McMahon for using 
canceled postage stamps, is also wanted in 
Atlanta. and is wanted badly, by the au- 
thorities here. ° 

Sims is well known among the negroes of 
the city and at Clark university, where he 
attended for some time and made a good 
stand in his classes. He was considered 
by his instructors there a bright and apt 
student, which he has. proven himself to 
be since he left that institution. 

He is saf@ té be one of the slickest 
swindlers that the revenue men have ever 
had to deal with. He has been charged 
with a number of things. He was first ay- 
rested for using the mails for fraudulent 
purposes, He would send out all kinds of 
circular letters making propositions to 
those who received them that on the re- 
ceipt of small sums of money, which varied 
at times from 20 cents to $1, he wou'd 
send to the receiptient something of great 
value. 

These somethings were anything from an 
alleged valuable invention to jewelry, 
patent medicine and many other things. It 
is also said that he once robbed the At- 
lanta postoffice. All the old officers at the 
custom house remember him. It was near- 
ly three years ago that he was first ar- 
rested. 

With his education he had learned to 
write a beautiful hand and was very apt 
with a pen. It is said that ‘he could imi- 
tate the signature of anyone. He was once 
arrested for forgery and tried on that 
charge by Judge Broyles. He was. bound 
over, but gave a bond for his app@irance 
in the federal court. 

He came at the time of the trial and was 
placed in the prisoners’ room. He had not 
been there long before he got out by crawl- 
ing through the transom over a door and 
made his escape. 

Some time afterwards he was caught 
and placed under a $1,900 bond. He mado 
the bond, but did not come to his trial and 
the bond was forfeited. 

He then disappeared and has not been 
heard from until he was arrested in New 
York. it is thought that he will be 
brought to Atlanta, where justice will be 
meted out to him. He is desur.bed as a 
very biack, fuii-blooded Afr.can. It was 
said that he went-to the nurta ior tae 
purpose of delivering iectures on the ncgvo 
in the south and the race problem. Hi. ca- 
reer has been cut. &nexpecteuly short and 
he will prebably be required to serve his

Consolidated’s Attorneys File Motion for 
Special Master. 


THE HEARING WAS POSTPONED

Case Will Be Argued Before Judge 
Newman December 3d. 


MASTER WILL TAKE THE TESTIMONY 


Report to Court Will Largely Deter- 
mine Result—City’s Attorneys Say 
Turn Is Not Important. 


The fight for transfers between the city 
and the Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany has taken another turn. 

Payne & Tye, attorneys for the Con- 
solidated, filed a motion in the clerk’s office 
of the United States court yesterday morn- 
ing for the appointment of a special master 
to take testimony. 

As a result of this motion, Judge Newman 
issued the following order: 


‘Old Colony Trust Company et al. v. City 
of Atlanta et al. In the United States 
cireuit court for the northern district of 
Georgia. 

‘‘Now come the council for the plaintiff 
and move the court to refer the above 
stated cauSe to a master to take evidence 
on all the issues involved therein and 
report the same to the court within three 
menths from date of his appointment, to- 
gether with his.conclusions thereon, and to 
this end it is also moved that the time for 
taking testimory be extended: 

‘Wherefore it is ordered that. the de- 
fendants show cause before me on this day 
at 3 o’clock p. m. why the motion should 
not be granted. .W T. NEWMAN, 

‘“‘lynited states Judge, 

“This November 30,1897.” 


All of the lawyers interested In the case 
acknowledged service, but as they could 
not be on hand at the appointed hour, the 
hearing was postponed until December 
18th. The case will be fully argued at that 
time befcre Judge Newunan. 

If the motion prevails and the testimony 
is taken by the special master to be ap- 
pointed by the court, the case will then 
be heard on its merits. The master will 
submit to the court his opinion as to 
whether the Consolidated eshculd grant 
transfers or not, and this opinion may 
largely influence the final result of the 
fight. 

The hearing at Asheville last summer was 
merely to ascertain whether the city of 
Atlanta had a right to pass an ordinance 
requiring the Consolidated to grant trans- 
fers. Judges Newman and McCormick, who 
presided, decided the city did not have such 
a right. 

The present fight is to determine whether 
it is reasonable and just to compel the 
Consolidated to issue transfers. If the 
court decides affirmatively, the city will 
have to obtain ‘by a. special act of tae 
legislature authority to pass such an ordi- 
nance. 

If, on the other hand, the court decides 
against the city, the’case will probably be 
taken to the United States court of appeals, 
in New Orleans, before Judge Pardee. If 
he upholds the lower court’s decisidh, this 
probably ends the fight for transfers, unless 
the’ case is appealed to the United States 
supreme court. 

The attorneys for the city do not regard 
the move for a special master with any 
grave importance, and if they see there 
fs any need for a special master, they will 
not fight the motion. They seem not to 
have determined as yet just what action 
they will take in reference to the matter. 

The attorneys in the case are: Payne & 
Tye for the Consolidated, King & Spalding, 
Judge James <A. Anderson and Judge 
Pendleton for the city; Brandon & Arkright 
for the Old Colony Trust Company, and 
N. J. & T. A..Hammond for Henry Seixas.

The most valuable almanac ever made is 
that now in the British museum, which is 
priceless. It is bel.eved to be at least three 
thousand years old. The days are written 
in red ink on papyrus, in calumns, and 
under each is @ figure, followed by three 
characters sigtifying the probable state of 
the weather for that day. 

The most elaborate almanac in the world 
is that issued by the Chinese government in 
twelve thick volumes, which gives full in- 
formation as to lucky times and places for 

erforming the acts of every-day life, which 

considered an essential of success by 
every good Chinaman. The ‘Nautical Al- 
manac’”’ costs the British nation £3,942 a 
year. At its office, No. 3 Verulam buiidings, 
Gray’s Inn, London, the superintendent, A. 
M. W. Downing, doctor of science and 
fellow of the royal Society, receives £600. 
Edward Roberts, fellow of the royal astro- 
nomica and statistical societies, the chief 
receives £450, and there are 
eleven other assistants, several of whom are 
graduates of universities or members of 
learned societies, who are paid from £100 
to £300 each. The most curious calendar 
at present in use ig that of the natives of 
Central America, where the months are 
only twenty’ days, and these are named 
after animals. Among most modern Euro- 
pean ones the “Almanac de Gotha” has 
been the longest in continuous circulation— 
upward of 1% years.
